FR I would have the Reader to mind the Igno- 
rance and Fooliſhneſs of this George Fox; he undertakes 
to anſwer ſome Things in my Book, called, The Quaker's Neck 
broken z and the firſt Thing he begins to anſwers, is the laſt 
Thing in my Book, for it is the laſt Page of my Book, and it 
is a Point of the leaſt Concernment to a Man's eternal Happi- 
neſs of any in that Book; but George Fox hath made it of the 
greateſt Concernment of all the reſt z therefore he begins with 
that firſt, and ſets it in the Fore-front of his Pamphlet, to ſhew 


bis Maſter-piece; for he hath ſet the Cart before the Horſe, 


for he begins at the latter End of the Book, and ſo goes back- 
wards towards the Beginning, and charges me with a lying 
Spirit ſeven Times in this one Thing, as if this was the moſt 
heinous Sin of all other Sins, that to ſay the Quakers would 
not beſtow a Penny upon any Writings but their own, this is 
counted a ſeven · fold worſe Sin, than any other Sin whatſoever; 
Let the Reader but minds theſe Things aforeſaid, and what 1 


ſhall ſay in Anſwer to George Fox his printed Pamphlet. 


; Furſt, George Fox hath gone on like an unwiſe, ſimple, 
fooliſh Man, no ways in Order, but confuſed, to begin at 
the latter End of a Book, and end at the Beginning, and 
catch a Bit here, and ſnap at a Bit in another Place, and wrong 
the Words, and write ſome Part" of a Sentence, that ſerves his 
Turn, and leaves the other Part out, that would make againſt 
him, or clear the Matter, this he leaves out.

Books were the chief Books that the Quakers bought, for 


there is the Principle or Foundation of their Religion 


for they cannot go beyond that, but there they build, this 
I know. by. William Smith's Letters to me: And. you George 
Fox are far below William Smith in the Knowledge, of Jacob 
Bebmont's Writings z and as for what Books elſe that you 
Quakers have beſtowed Money upon ſince you were Quakers, 
I think the Stationers will neither juſtify, neither can you 
ſhew none of any Value: But it is not much Matter whether 
you did or did not, Iam ſure that Saying of mine is true, that 
you will not beſtow a Penny upon my Writings, though they 
coſt much Pains the writing, and much Charge the printing : 
This you Fox doth not deny, ſo that Part of my Werds are 
true by your own Acknowledgment ; ſo that it is but half a 
Lie that you charge me with, in Caſe the Words be taken in 
py Senſe, yet you charge this Half Lie to be ſeven Lies,

2. L. Muggleton faith, It is a vain Thing to talk of any heavenly 
Secrets to Quakers, for they will not beſtow a Penny of them. 
George Fox calls this a Lie alſo, and faith, heavenly Secrets 
are eſteemed of by them, ſcornfully called Quakers, and faith 
that Muggleton's heavenly Secrets are Money worth, and may 
be bought with a Price, and complains againſt me, becauſe 
ſome of the Believers of this Commiſſion would not lend 
George Fox a Book of ten Shillings Price, to peruſe, to rail 
againſt, and faith the Quakers, as I call them, are free with 
their Books to give them to any one to read: But ſaith, 17 is 
a hardThing to get any of my Books; and ſaith, that I would not 
let them be brought forth unto Light, leſt my Deeds, Curſes, and 
Lies, as he calls them, ſhould be made manifeſt ; for the

HIS I do know, it is a vain Thing to talk of any hea- 

1 venly Secrets to Quakers, neither do the Quakers 
eſteem of heavenly Secrets at all, but doth altogether deſpiſe 
and hate them; for what need the Quakers and I conteſt 
ſo one againſt the other? Or why ſhould I have curſed ſo many 
' Quakers as J have ? If the Quakers had eſteemed heavenly 
Secrets, then ſhould we the Witneſſes of the Spirit never have 

been ſo contrary to them, as now we are; for the Quakers 

have deſpiſed heavenly Secrets more than any other Sect what- 

ſoever. Is not this a heavenly Secret, to declare what the true 

God is in his Form and Nature: Alfo this is a heavenly Secret, 

to ſhew what the right Devil is in his Form and Nature. It 

is a heavenly Secret to know the Place of Hell, and the Manner 
of Torment. It is a heavenly Secret to know the Reſidence 
of Heaven, and Aſſurance to poſſeſs the Joys thereof to 
Eternity. It is a heavenly Secret to know really that the Soul 
or Life of Chriſt did die, and that a Man's own Soul or 
Spirit muſt; and doth die. It is alſo a heavenly Secret to 
know the Perſons and Nature of Angels. Theſe all are great 
heavenly Secrets, with many more heavenly Secrets declared 
in our Writiags, which dependetli upon theſe aforeſaid; but 
the Quakers deſpiſeth every one of theſe heavenly Secrets; ſo 
that you Quakers cannot eſteem of any heavenly Secrets; ſo 

that I know it is a vain Thing to talk of heavenly Secrets 

to Quakers. For I will. appeal to the greateſt Enemies I 

have of another Opinion, that differs from the Quakers, that 

if all their Writings which they have all writ ever ſince they 

were Quakers, if they were brought together, there is not one 

"heavenly Secret in them all; nay, if it were poſſible, that all 

the QuakersSpeakihgs were bound in a Bundle together, I know 

thete would not be one heavenly Secret, or true Principle, to 

be found amongſt them all: They are worſe as to that than 

Sodom was, 'for there was one righteous Perſon. found in thoſe

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two Cities, and but one, even righteous Lot; but let our 
Writings and W be put in a Balance, and yours in 
another, and let mine Enemies judge, though I know People 
will be more angry at my heavenly Secrets I have written, 
than they will of thoſe heavenly Secrets you Quakers eſteem 
of; for thoſe heavenly Secrets the 2 do eſteem of, they 
are ſo groundleſs, that a Man can diſcern no Heavenlineſs in 
them at all. And as for thoſe Books my Diſciples, as you call 
them, would not lend you, I will give the Fox a Reaſon 
for it. The Reaſon is, I did deſire thoſe that had thoſe Books, 
who believed the Matter contained in them, I would not have 
them lend them to Quakers; for one Thomas Barnet, formerly 
a Quaker, but afterwards believed theſe Writtings, and he 
bought one bound together, and he out of Love to Thomas 
Taylor, Quaker, this ſaid Thomas Barnet did lend him his 
Book, thinking he might receive it as he did; but this 
Thomas Taylor 9 it, and not only ſo, but did abuſe the 
Book very baſely by writing upon the Margent, which Thing 
procured Thomas Taylor's Curſe; ſo others of our Friends have 

lent Books to Prieſts, and they have abuſed them in like Man- 
ner; ſo that I was not willing that Friends ſhould lend Books 
to Quakers or others, only the Quaker*s Neck broken, 1 was al- 
ways free thy ſhould be lent to Quakers or others: But it was 
a Book all bound together, where the heavenly Secrets are de-

HIS Fox calls every Thing Darkneſs, though it be as 

clear a Light as the Sun at Noon- day; for whoever 

ſhall read the following Words in that Book, may clearly ſee 
that the Light of Chriſt within a Man is not a ſufficient Com- 
miſſion to authorize a Man to be a Preacher of the Goſpel, 
though a Man may have Underſtanding in him to do it, yet 
for Want of Authority from a God without him, he will be 
puniſhed for going to preach before he is ſent : This may be 
experienced by all Men in Temporals; we ſee a petty Con- 
ſtable, and other Officers more inferior, dares not execute their 
Office upon any Man, if it be but to whip Beggars, not with- 
; out 
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out a Commiſſion from ſome Perſon, one or more, without 
him; and fo it is in all Places, both high and law, upon the 
Face of this Earth. It is not the Underſtanding within that 
will authorize Men to ſupply ſuch and ſuch Places, but it 
muſt be Authority without a Man; for many Men that are 
in greatand honourable Places, have lefs Wiſdoni and Under- 
ſtanding to manage their Places than other Men; yet he that 
hath a Commiſſion from others without him, will commend 
him that hath a better Underſtanding within than himſelf; 
yet you Quakers will undertake to be Preachers of the Goſpel 
without à Commiſſion from, God without you, or without a 
Commiſſion from Man without you: And becauſe I durſt not 
preach without a Commiſſiion from God without me, and not 
by the Light of Chriſt within me, though T had the Light of 
Chriſt within me more than any Quaker in the World hath at 
this Day, before I had a Commiſſion from God without me; 
and if God without me had not forc'd me to take this Com- 
SZ miſſion upon me, I had remained quiet and ſtill, and had let 
f - Quakers and all other Opinions in Religion alone; for I was 
of- Jonas his Mind, willing to fit ſtill and be quiet, for I 
minded no Body's Happineſs but my own: For J was willing 
to go to Tarſbiſb, to ſit down in quiet, but I was forced by the 
Lord God to go to Maveb, amongſt all Opinions of Religion, 
that I might be envied, hated, and perſecuted of Quakers, 
and all other Opinions whatſoever ; and this I have found true 
by Experience, and all this came upon me from a Commiſſion 
of the true God without me, and this you Quakers call 
manifeſted Darkneſs. | ne 20 ON 
The Apoſtle might truly ſay, when it pleaſed the Father to 
reveal his Son in him, Be preachel bim; but what is this to 
Fox th „ ? The Father hath not revealed the Son in 
him; for Fox doth not know what the Son is: But the Apoſtle 
that had the Son revealed in him, had a Commiſſion from that 
Son without him: For ſute you Quakers will not be ſo 
wicked as to ſay that Paul received his Commiſſion to preach 
within him, when he breathed out Threatnings againſt the 
Church of Chriſt, and went with Letters and Commiſſion from 
the High. Prieſts, to perſecute thoſe that believed in' Jeſus, that 
innen PV NOT n im Din Was 
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was put to Death, and riſen again, and aſcended up to 
Heaven. | 

Now this Jeſus met Saul in the Way, as he went to 

rſecute the Saints, and ſaid, Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thor 
me? Saul anſwered, Lord, who art thou? The Anſwer was, 
J am Feſus of Nazareth. Will you Fox the Quaker ſay that 
this Jeſus was within Paul, when he ſpake 'theſe Words, or 
without him? Sure you will not be ſo wicked to ſay Jeſus 
was within Paul, whatever you think: And if you grant that 
Jeſus was without him, then Paul received his Commiſſion 
to preach from Jeſus Chrift, the only wiſe God, without him : 
For this ſame Jeſus ſaid to Paul, Thou art 2 choſen Veſſel, and 
thou ſhall bear, or preach, my Name before the Gentiles. 

Now I aſk, did Paul receive his Commiſſion to preach the 
Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt to the Gentiles, from Jeſus Chriſt with- 
out him, or from Chriſt within him? Again, Who was 
that which ſpake to Paul, when he ſaid, My Grace is ſufficient ? 
Was it not Jeſus Chriſt? Was this Chriſt within Paul then? 
Was he not without Paul in that ſame Fleſh and Bone he ſuf- 
fered Death in? This Fleſh and Bone was ſpiritual after it 
riſe again, but ſtill it kept itſelf an entire Body to itlelf : 
And are = Quakers ſo void of Senſe as to believe that the 
Body of Chriſt is in you, and ſo reveals Things to you? So 
you may ſee that the Apoſtle Paul received his Commiſſion to 
preach from a Chriſt without him, and not from a Chriſt 
within him : And I received my Commiſſion from Chriſt with- 
out me, and not from Chriſt within me. And Fox the 
Quaker faith. I have manifeſted my Darkneſs : But this Power 
I have received from the Perſon of Chriſt without me, will 
— — hard for all the Quakers Chriſt within them in the 
World. |

1 Have proved theſe two Things abundantly by Scripture in 
my other Writings, in The Mortality of the Soul, and The 
Divine Looking. Glaſs, and in The Interpretation of the Eleventh 
of the Revelation, and in The Interpretation of the whole Book 
of the Revelation; theſe ſeveral Books written by us, the Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit, hath clearly opened thoſe two Points as 
much as any one Thing whatſoever : But I perceive this Fix 
\ hath ſeen none of our Books, not as to read them, but this 
Book only of the Quaker*s Neck broken, which makes him fo 
ignorant of the Scriptures, and of what we have written ; alſo 
it proves my Words true, that the Quakers will not beſtow 
a Penny in any of my Writings, but their own. But becauſe 
. ſome may ſee this Anſwer to Fox, that hath not ſeen the other 
Books afore- mentioned, I ſhall prove by the Scriptures again 
that the right Devil became Fleſh, and the. Soul of Man to 
be mortal. . | | | 
Firſt, I ſhall prove the Devil became Fleſh. Let the Reader 
mind the Interpretation of Scripture. In the firſt Epiſtle of 
Jobn, chap. 3. verſe 8. it is thus written, He that commilleth 
Sin is of the Devil; for the Devil finneth from the Beginning. 
Mark theſe Words, The Devil finneth from the Beginning: 
I think there is no Man ſo wickedly ignorant to ſay that 
Adam was this Devil that ſinneth from the Beginning, for 
Adam was never called a Devil, not throughout the Scrip- 
tures; for Adam is called the Father of Chriſt, and there 
is none will dare to ſay the Devil was the Father of Chriſt ; 
which I ſhall open more clear hereafter : But then of Ne- 
ceſſity there muſt be ſome other Devil in the Beginning, 
which all Men are ignorant of in theſe our Days, but this 
Commiſſion of the Spirit only. Now this Devil that — 
h | : mi 
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mitteth Sin from the Beginning, muſt needs be that Serpent 
that was called A Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, this 
I declare was the Devil: Now this Devil became Fleſh, and 
after he became Fleſh, then the Devil committed Sin, and 
this was in the Beginning of the World ; for the Faith of the 
_ Scriptures goeth no further than the Beginning of the Creation 
of Adam. Now mind the twelfth Verſe, that proves that 
Cain was the firſt Devil in Fleſh. Jobn exhorting the Believers 
bat they ſhould love one another, which Commandment was from 
the Beginning, not as Cain, who was of that wicked one, and 
flew Bis Brother, Here it is clear that Cain was none of Adam's 
Son; for Adam was never counted a wicked one by any that 
writ Scripture ,z ſo that Caiz's Father was the Devil, that is, 
he was that Serpent-Angel that deceived Eve, and Cain was 
the Devil manifeſt in Flek, and that Act of Murder which 
Cain did when he flew bis Brother Abel, is that Sin which, 
the Devil committed from the Beginning; for what the Devil 
did before he became Fleſh, was not counted by Maſes, the 
rer and Apoſtles, to be Sin; for Sin was not imputed 
to fpiritual Bodies, but to natural Bodies .anly : For ſpiritual 
Bodies are either to receive the Fruit of Happineſs, or the 
Puniſhment of what they do in the natural Body of Fleſh. 
Again, that I may give the Reader a further Proof of this, 
mind the Scripture ſaith there are two Seeds, the.Seed of the 
Woman, and the Seed of the Serpent. Now Gad hath put 
Enmity between theſe two Seeds: Now I wayld fain know of 
Fax from whence this Seed ef the Serpent came. I he ſhall 
ſay, it came from Adam, as maſt Quakers do, they blaſpheme 
againſt God, that made Adam in his own Image and Like- 
neſs, both Spirit and Body, only Adam was ęarthly, and 
God was heavenly ; but Adam had but one Seed in his 
Creation, but as Men are generated they .come to have two 
Seeds in them z ſo that this Seed of the Serpent muſt needs 
be from the fallen Angel that deceived Eve, who was called 
A Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil; and this Seed of the 
Serpent that ſhould be at Enmity with the Seed of the Woman, 
it is the Devil in Fleſh ; for God ons the Seed of the Woman 
to be his own Seed, ſo. that Cain was the Devil became Fleſh, 
Blood, and Bone; and that my of Reaſon in Cain _—_ now 
| come 
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become mortal, which was immortal before Eve ate of the 
Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, it comes to commit 
Sin from the Beginning, and to generate and bring forth Mil- 
lions of Devils of his own Seed and Nature, and ſo the En- 
mity of the two Seeds continues from Generation to Gene- 

ration to the World's End. 
For we read in Scripture, that Cain is the Father of all 
wicked Men and Women, and that wicked Men and Women 
are his Children, as the Reader may ſee in Matthew, how the 
Devil tempted Chriſt, that Devil that tempted Chriſt was a Man, 
yet called a Devil, as you may ſee Deuteronomy the ſixth, and the 
ſixteenth Verſe, that the Jews that tempted God are called 
Devils; And when Chriſt anſwered the Devil, and ſaid, 7t is 
written, thou ſhalt not tempt the Lord thy God, but him only ſhalt 
thou ſerve; ſo that rebellious Men are called the Devil that 
tempt God. And where was there ever given any other Law to 
any other Devil but to Man, to ſerve the Lord his God? So that 
may be clear to the Seed of Faith, that Man is a Devil, and that 
there is no other Devil that can, or doth tempt God, but Man. 
Apain, it is clear, that Men are the Children of the Devil: 
Now they cannot. be Children of the Devil, except they be of 
his. Seed, begotten of him; and this is clear by Scripture, as 
may be read, Jobn viii. Verſe 44. Chriſt ſaith to the Jews that 
were Men, who ſaid they were Abrabam*s Children; and ſaid 
they were God's Children; but Chriſt faith theſe Men were the 
Devil's Children: Te are, ſaith he, of your Father the Devil, 
and the Luſts of your Father you will do; be was a Murderer from 
the Beginning, and abode not in the Truth, becauſe there is no Truth 
in bim; when be ſpeaketh a Lie, he ſpeaketh of his own ; for he 
is a Liar, and the Father of it, Now mind, there never was 
no Liar, nor Murderer, but Man, and Cain being the firſt 
Murderer and Liar from the Beginning; for when Cain killed 
Wel, and lied unto God, and ſaid, Am I my Brother's 
Keeper ? this was the firſt Murder and Lie the Devil Cain com- 
mitted upon Earth, after the Devil became Fleſh; therefore 
called by the Spirit of Revelation of Faith, 4 Murderer and a 
Liar from the Beginning; for then the Devil in Fleſh began 
to murder and lie, and ſo this Sin hath run in the Line of all 
his Poſterity,from Generation to Generation; ſo that the Reader 
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may ſee that Men are the Children of the Devil, and that the 
Devil their Father was a Man, even Cain. This is the true 
Meaning of the Scriptures, and from this Cain did George Fox 
come ; and this Cain is his Father, this I know for a certain 
Truth, 

And to ſtop the Mouth of that Objection which Quakers 


and all others do make, in that Adam knew his Wife Eve, 


and ſhe conceived and bare Cain, and ſaid, I have gotten a Man 


from the Lord: To this I ſay, ſhe was with Child by the Angel 


before; but after Adam and ſhe were put forth of the Garden, 
that was from the Preſence of God, then it is ſaid, Adam knew 
his Wife, and ſhe conceived and bare Cain, and ſhe ſaid he had 
received a Man from the Lord, and yet that Cain was none of 
Adam's Begetting : For we never read in Scripture that ever 
Adam begot Cain, neither is Adam called Cain's Father; but 
ſhe was with Child by that 'Serpent- Angel before Adam knew 
her; but he was but a Cloak to cover her Sin; as many adul- 
terous Women have been with Child by other Men, that were 
not their Huſbands, yet their Huſbands have been a Cloak to 
cover their Shame, and the Child hath been counted her Huſ- 


band's, which was nothing ſo. This many can experience if 


they would, and that many of the Quakers too, when they 
were Ranters, if not ſince ; ſo that Cain was none of Adam's 
Begetting, though he knew his Wife Eve. 

But ſome may ſay, Why did not Moſes tell us theſe Things ? 
To that I ſay, it was not made known to him, nor to no other, 
till now, but to the Witneſſes of the Spirit only. The 
Condition of Eve was much like the Condition of Mary the 
Virgin, ſhe was eſpouſed to Fo/eph before ſhe was with Child 
by the Holy Ghoſt ; but Joſeph never knew her before, nor 
after ſhe was with Child by the Holy Ghoſt, till that Child 
Jeſus was born; therefore Jeſus is called Emmanuel, that is, 
God with us; that is, God was born of a Virgin. Alſo Mary 
is ſaid to conceive with Child by the Holy Ghoſt, yet if Jo- 
ſeph had known Mary his eſpouſed: Wife, in the Interim of her 
Conception by the Holy Ghoſt, it is like that Mary would 
have ſaid that ſhe had received her Child .Jeſus from Joſeph 
her Huſband, 'for ſhe could not tell which got it, if ſuch a 
Thing ſhould have been : But it was otherwiſe ordered with 
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her than it was with Eve; for Adam knew Eve as ſoon as 
the Angel had entered into her Womb, and then Adam knew 
his Wife after they were put forth from the Preſence of 
God; ſo that Eve did not know which ſhe was with Child 

by, the Serpent-Angel, or her Huſband Adam; ſo that ſhe 
might well ſay, be had received a Man from the Lord: But if 
Eve had not enticed her Huſband to know her, that was, 
eating of the forbidden Fruit, ſne would have brought forth 
according to the Lime of Life that very ſame Devil Cain, 
F leſh, Blood, and Bone, as ſhe did, if Adam had never known 
her in that Time; even as the Virgin Mary did the bleſſed 

eſus, the God and Saviour of the Seed of Adam, with Fleſh, 

lood, and Bone; ſo that the Reader may ſee clearly, that 
Adam was not Cain's Father, neither did he beget him, for 
Cain was the Devil became Fleſh; and this is the right 
Devil, and you Fox the Quaker are one of his Sons, be- 
gotten by him. 

But. to make it more clear that Adam was not Cain's Father: 
He could not be Cain's Father, and Chriſt's Father alſo. Now 
we find by the Scriptures that Chriſt doth own Adam to be his 
Father, and the Scriptures doth own Cain to be the right Devil, 
and the Father of all other Devils, as I have ſhewed before, 
and. that Adam is called the Farther of Chriſt, read Luke the 
Third, to the laſt Verſe in the Genealogy, Which was the Son 
of Enoe, which was the Son of Seth, which was the Son of Adam, 
which was the Son of God: So that God was Adam's F ather, as 
he was God ; and Adam was Chriſt's Father, as he was Man; 
| therefore calls himſelf The Sen of Man, 

What do you Quakers think the Tree of Knowledge of 
Good and Lell was and that Serpent that begtiled TV? Do 

ou look upon it to be ſome Apple-tree, and the Serpent to 

an ugly Snake? and ſo this Snake erept up the Free, and 
got an Apple in his Mouth, and the Woman took the Apple 

out of the 's Mouth, and fo cat of it, and gave her 
Huſband to eat, and fo brought themſelves into this "Milery, 
and all Mankind ? Do you teach your Hearers this? What is it 
you teach, that your Hearers are ſo ignorant of the Knowledge 
— the true God, and the right Devil, and of the Scriptures? 
This is the Faith that other religious Men da believe concern- 
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ing the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, and of the 
Serpent: But you Quakers carries it in an Allegory, fo chat 
nothing can be made of it, neicher one Way nor other. But 
all Profeſſors of the Scriptures do own that the Tree of Lite 
was Chriſt, and I ſuppoſe you Quakers do fo too. 

If you grant that the Tree of Lite was Chriſt, then this 
Tree of Lite could ſpeak : Now if the Free of Life did ſpeak, 
why ſhould not the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil 
| ſpeak alſo? If Chriſt, the Tree of Life, becauſe he gave Lite 
to every Thing in Creation, ſo why pray not the Angel be 
called a Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil? Or a Serpent, 
which brought Death and Mifery upon rhe whole Creation ? 

And we read that the Serpent ſpake wile Words, whe 
ſaid to the Woman, They ſhould become as Gods, knowing Good 
and Evil, Did ever any Snake, we call Serpents, ſpeak ſuch 
a Language? Surely no. I marvel People are fo unwilling 
to believe that the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil 
ſhould be an Angel, and yet ſpeak ſuch God-like Wiſdom, 
and hath brought ſuch woful Miſery upon all the Earth! and 
very many Men and Women do eat of the ſame forbidden 
Fruit now, as Adam and Eve did then. | 

And as the Tree was pleaſant to the Eye, and good to make 
one wiſe, is it nat ſo now with luſtful Men and Women? Doth 
not their Fancy to one another ſeem pleaſant ro the Eye ? and 
acting together hath been pleaſant to the Taſte ; This makes 
many to know Good and Evil by woful Experience, for this 
Sweetneſs of Sin is but for a Seaſon; for I have known many 
in my Days that have eaten of the forbidden Fruit, Men and 
Women bath, that have waſted their Eſtates, which was good 
and comfortable to them; but now the Want is evil to them; 
they have ſpoiled their Bodies with Exceſs. of Luſt,, they have 
made their good healthful Bodies rotten. with the Pox, fo 


that their good healthful Bodies are become evil and loathſom 


to their Friends; and that which is worſt of all, the eating 
of this forbidden Fruit, they have loſt the Peace of Conſcience, 
which was very good, and inſtead. thereof, they have had an 
evil Conſcience, as King Saul, Cain, and Judas had, always 
tormenting of them with Fear, Horror, aud the Torments of 
Hell; and thus Men and Women have known Good and Evil 
by eating of the forbidden Fruit of Luſt. This 
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This many Ranters were guilty of to my Knowledge, neither 
is your Quakers People free; for I know of thoſe that have 
fallen to the Quakers, thinking to find Eaſe there, but the 
will find the Quakers Principle but a broken Reed. Theſe 

Things concerning the Tree of Life, and Tree of Knowledge 
of Good and Evil, are opened more at large in The Interpre- 

tation of the Eleventh of the Revelation, ſo I ſhall conclude 
this Point. 

2. Jam to make good by Scripture that the Soul of Man 
is mortal. This is one of the eaſieſt Points that is to prove 
by Scripture and Experience. Theſe are the Words that 
George Fox doth ground the Immortality of the Soul upon, 
as followeth. Saith he, For God breatbed into Man the Breath 
of Life, through which he became a living Soul, And then 
George Fox aſketh, Is this Breath of Life by which Man be- 
came a living Soul, mortal? And ſaith, [s this thy Knowledge? 
as if it were impoſſible for me to anſwer, or to make good 
by Scripture. 


CHAP. n. 


How the Soul of Man is mortal, and doth die, yet Fox thinks 
it impoſſible to prove by Scripture, 


A Point hath been proved by Scripture in all 
N our Writings as aforeſaid, and that Book of the 
Mortality of the Soul, the chief Subject it treats upon, is to 
prove the Soul mortal; but all theſe Things will do Fox no 

„ nor convince him of his Ignorance in this Point. Fox 
had hard Luck that he could ſee none of theſe Writings, for 
nothing might have better informed him in theſe Things, 
but the Book of The Quater s Neck broken only, that makes 
Fox ſo ignorant of all Things; for that Book doth but name 
the Heads of theſe Things ; but in the other Writings afore- 
aid, they are more largely nded. But to give a little 
further Anſwer to this Point here. 

Firſt, 1 ſhall prove that Breath of Life God breathed into 
Adam to be mortal, and doth die. Let the Reader mind, I 
do acknowledge that Breath of Life God breathed into Adam, 
which made him become a living Soul, it was mn 
£3144 « when 
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when it came from God, but it was breathed into an earthen 
Veſſel; Adam being of the Earth, he was earthly, and ſo 
capable to be overcome by Temptation from a 'heavenly 
Body, viz. the Serpent Angel: Now Chriſt being the Lord 
from Heaven, therefore he was not capable to be overcome 
by the Temptations of earthly Bodies, viz. the Serpent- Angel, 
his Seed in Mortality. . 

Mind alſo, this Breath of Life, which God breathed into 
Adam, wherein he became a living Soul, it was immortal ſo 
long as he ſtood in Obedience to God, and no Death could 
have touched him: But this I muſt tell the Reader; Adam 
could have had no other Heaven than this World, he being 
made of this Earth, he ſhould never have gone higher, to 
the Place where God is, the holy Angels, and all ſpiritual 
Bodies are, there Adam ſhould not have come. en] 

But this I ſay, Adam ſhould have been freed from all Sick- 
neſs, Diſeaſes, and Death, and ſhould have lived a paradiſi- 
cal Life of Peace upon this Earth for ever, if he had kept 
that State he was created in. I confeſs this was a State that I 
was always deſirous to get into, and I did endeavour much 
after it, but could not attain unto it; but when the Revela- 
tion of Faith did ariſe in me, the Spirit of Faith, which I 
call the Spirit of Chriſt, or God, ſhewed me what the State 
of Adam was, in the State of Innocency, and the paradiſical 
Heaven, here upon this Earth; but when the Spirit ſhewed 
me the Form of God, Angels, and other Creatures, in a 
celeſtial State, in the celeſtial Heavens in all Glory, I thought 
then that this earthly Paradiſe, though it had beeen for ever, 
very inferior and below that which I am ſure I ſhall poſſeſs. 

But, to the Matter in Hand. I ſhall make it appear, that 
Adam's Soul did die, though it was the Breath of God made 
it live; yet, by diſobeying the Command of God, this Life 
muſt die, as in Ger. ii. 17. For in the Day that thou eatef# 
thereof thou ſhalt ſurely die. Is not this plain, that Adam's Soul 
did die, notwithſtanding the Breath of Life God breathed in- 
to him? This became mortal and did die. If you, Fox, ſhall 
lay the Soul departed from the Body, and the Body died; 
this is the Opinion of moſt People; but it is an ignorant, dark 
Opinion, contrary to Senſe, Reaſon, or Faith; for if the Soul 
04 | flip 
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flip owt of the Body, or depart from it, that cannot be ſaid to 
die, but to part one from another for a Seaſon ; befides, the 
Body is a dead Lump, fit for no Uſe without a Soul. Alfo 
the Scripture ſaith, The Soul that fins ſhall die. The Scriptures 
doth not ſay, the Soul ſhall flip out of the Body that fins, 
but ſhall die : It is that which fins that muſt die; and did 
you, Fox, ever know a Body commit Sin without a Soul? If 
you did not, methinks you might be convinced of your Ig- 
norance, and teach the People no more that Lie. 

Where do you read in Scripture, that ever any Bodies 
were condemned to die? We read in Scripture, in many 
P!aces, of Souls that ſhall die, and of Souls that fhall be cut 
off from the Land of the Living; but never of Bodics. 

Again, it is ſaid that Cbriſt po:red out his Soul unto Death, 
Will you, Fox, be ſo wicked to ſay that Chrift did not die? 
He poured ont bis Soul unto Death : Death took 'Chrift's Soul 
into irſelf, that is, Death fwallowed up his Soul. It is not 
ſaid 'he gave his Bedy for a Ranſom for Sin ; but He gave his 
Soul a Ranſom for Sin. How ſhould any Man be faved 
from eternal Death, if Chriſt's Soul did not die. 

But 1 know the Quakers look for no Benefit from the 
Blood of Chriſt ; all their Happineſs it muſt come from the 
Law written in their Hearts, that they call the Light of 
Chrif in them ; for they know no other Chriſt, neither 
within-them, nor without them: For this 1 ſay, they that 
cannot believe that their own Souls ſhall die, cannot believe 
that che Soul of Chriſt did die; and To they can receive no 
Benefit by the Death of Chriſt. 

The Reader may ſee the Nonſenſe in the Quakers Wri- 
tings. Fox faith, He doth believe in Cbriſt, that ſuſfered, roſe 
again, and aſcended ;, and yet Chriſt's Soul did not die, accord- 
ing to the Quakers Faith; for ff they do acknowledge that ' 
Chriſt's Soul did die, they muſt needs acknowledge their 
own Souls muſt die atſo; and if Fox had believed the one, 
he would have believed the other, and never have put me to 
this Trouble, to anſwer that difficutt Point, as Fox thinks, to 
pwove from Scripture, chat the Soul of Man is mortal. If 
there were no Scripture at all, Experience would prove that 
every Day, we fee it with our Eyes.

Cheat of. theſe Quakers : What could any Man, that hath not 
the true Knowledge of the true God, and the right Devil, and 
the Knowledge of the. Scriptures, ſay to theſe Things, this 
allegorical Cheat and Deceit, it being ſo coucht under the 
Words of the Scriptures ? For this is to be minded by the 
Reader, that the-Quakers never gives no Interpretation of 
Scriptures, neither in Writings nor Speakings. This Fox 
hath, ſpoken of ſeveral Places of Scripture, to prove me a 
Liar, but hath given the Interpretation of none. 

Only he bath named the Words, and railed againſt me, 
and ſo he hath left the Scriptures, and the Apoſtles Words, 
and, me together, to diſpute out the Quakers Principle of 
Chriſt within them. And becauſe Fox hath not opened thoſe

Theſe are the chiefeſt Places of Scripture the Quakers have 
to prove that Chriſt is in them. Let the Reader mind the 
Interpretation as followeth, and you may ſee that the Quakers 
are miſtaken both in the Thing itſelf, and in the Perſon and 
Perſons to whom theſe Words were ſpoken. Firſt, the Per- 
ſon that ſpake theſe Words, it was Paul, who had a Commiſſion 


to preach Chriſt unto the Gentiles, and this Commiſſion. to 


preach Chriſt was from Chriſt without him, as I ſhewed before; 
and the Perſons he directs theſe Speeches or Words unto, they 
were to ſuch Men and Women that did ſeem to receive Paul's 
Doctrine, and doubtleſs many of them did truly believe that 
Chriſt, which ſuffered, riſe again, and was aſcended up to Hea- 
ven, according to the Preaching of Paul, and the reſt of the 
Apoſtles, was the Chriſt, the Saviour of the World; and that 
this Chriſt was without them in his Perſon, though. by Faith 
Chriſt may be ſaid to dwell or be in a Man. 1 

Alſo Paul, and theſe Believers he preached unto, did believe 
the Blood of Chriſt, which was poured out unto Death, that the 
believing of this would purge their Conſciences from dead Works, 
to ſerve the Living God; for Paul expreſſeth as much in the 
lame Verſe: For, faith he, I live by the Faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave himſelf for me. So that it may 
be clear to thoſe that have any true Faith in them, that Paul, and 
the reſt of the Believers, had Chriſt in them no otherwiſe than by 


Faith in the Death, Reſurrection and Aſcenſion. of that Chriſt - 


without them; and ſo Chriſt dwells in true Believers-Hearts by 
Faith, according to that Saying, Eph. iii. 20. That. Chrift may 
dwell: in your Hearts. by Faith. And ſo, when Men, have true 
Faith in Chriſt's Death, Reſurrection and Aſcenſion without 
them, they may be faid to have Chriſt in them, the Hope. of

the chief places of Scriptures the Quakers do prove themſelvey 
to be Fleſh of Chriſt's Fleſh, and Bone of his Bone; and for 
want of explaining theſe Words, making no Diſtinction, they 
cheat many ignorant People of the Peace of their Minds, and 
of the Knowledge of the true Body of Chriſt without them. 
Loet the Reader but mind the Words of Paul before, and 
they may eaſily ſee that Paul's Mind was quite contrary to the 
Quakers ; for the Apoſtle ſpeaks of Believers being Chrift's 
Body, and Members of Chriſt's Body, no otherwiſe than he did 
of Chriſt's being within the Saints, as I faid before; that is, 
by the Union the Saints have with Chrift by Faith in the true 
Preachers of the Goſpel, they come to be Members of Chrift's 
Body, and ſo called the Body of Chrift the Head, as you may 
ſee, Rom. xii. 5. and x Cor. xn. 12. and Eph. g. 30. and Col. i. 
21. Theſe Places all prove that the Saints, being trueBetievers, 
are counted the Members and Body of Chriſt, in Refpe& o 
that Union they have with Chriſt, by Faith in his Deatl Re- 
ſurrection, and Aſeenſion, knowing, that Chriſt's Body lives 
for ever, and that his Blood hath redeemed their Souls from 
eternal Death z and knowing he is afcended to- poffefs a per- 
ſonal Glory, and to prepare Manſions of 1 Glory for 
his Saints; and thoſe that are truly united to him by Fai G 
may be ſaid by Paul to be Members of Chrift's Body, and to 
be Chriſt's Body; but this Body is but by the Union of Faith 
in Chriſt, and by the Way ef Comparifon's for this Bod 
hath never a Head; but the whole Body and Perſon of Chri 
without the Saints, is the Head of this Body; fo that if 
Chriſt had never a Body of his own; but the Saints Bodies, as 
the Quakers do vainly imagine, he would be but a ſad Chriſt, 
And becauſe you may ſee that the Apoſtle did mean no other- 
wife than I have ſaid: For, faith he, in Rom. xii. 4, 5. 8s 
we have many Members in one Body, and all Members have nat 
the ſame Offe, ſo, ſaith he, we being many, are one Body in 
Chriſt, and every one Members one of another. 1 -4 
Sothat all true Believers, though ſome be Prophets, Apoſtles, 
or any other Gifts of the Spirit that any Man hath, it is given 
for the Good of others, who are Members of the ſame Faith 
with him; and fo all that 3 of the ſame _ 
7”. Wi 
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with him, if they be ever ſo many, they all make up but one 
Body of Chriſt, even as all the Members of a Man's Body 
makes up but one Body. | 
But all this while theſe Members that makes up one Body, 
what will this Body ſignify without a Head? Now thoſe natu- 
ral Members that makes up a natural Body, what will this 
Body ſignify, if it hath never a Head ? So it is with true Be- 
lievers 3 if there were never a Head of this Body of Faith 
without Men, even Chriſt Jeſus, where then ſhould the Mo- 
tions and Acts of Faith in a Man repair, to have Union and 
Communion with their Head Chriſt Jeſus ? Muſt they go into 
themſelves, to find Chriſt their Head there? Surely, no; but 
the Motions and Acts of Faith that doth arife from the Seed 
of Faith, which is the Seed of Chriſt, in every true Believer, 
whereby he comes to have Union with Chriſt their Head, and 
ſo he is made a Member of Chriſt ; and ſo all the Believers 
that have been from the Beginning, and ſhall truly believe, to 
the latter End of the World, they make up but one Body of 
Chriſt, and this Body is called Chriſt's Body; but by Virtue 
of Union of Faith, and not by Chriſt's being eſſentially in 
Men, as the Quakers do vainly imagine. The Apoſtle ſuffi- 
Ciently clears this Thing in thoſe Places afore-mentioned, ſo 
that I need ſpeak no more of it here. | 
But I ſhall give the Reader to underſtand the Difference be- 
tween that Body, that is called a Body by Union, and that 
Body chat is ſo in itſelf; as for Example: A Woman is faid to 
be Fleſh of her Huſband's Fleſh, and Bone of his Bone, as Adam 
ſaid concerning Eve his Wife. So Eph. v. 31. For this Cauſe ſhall 
a Man leave his Father and Mother, and ſhall be joined to bis 
Wife, and they do ſhall be one Fleſh. Here the Reader may 
fee that a Man and his Wife are made one Fleſh, by Virtue 
of Union and Inſtitution : Now they are not really one Fleſh, 
but they are made one Fleſh by * and Inſtitution, as 
aforeſaid: For when a Man lieth with a Harlot, he makes 
himſelf a Member of a Harlot, by that Union; and fo the 
Harlot is made one Fleſh with this Man. Now this Man is 
none of her Fleſh, nor ſhe his, not really ſoz for ſome Men 
do. abhor it ſhould be ſo; yet, by Union with a Harlot, 
many Times Men come to be Fleſh of her Fleſh, 1 
R 2 8 — 
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become diſeaſed with her Diſeaſe, even with the Pox; ſo that 
theſe are become double Fleſh of one another's Fleſh, by that 
Union they had with each other, Theſe Things I have 
known by Ranters and others, 

Now mind the Diſtinction: A Child that a Man begets of 
his Wife is more Fleſh of his Fleſh, and Bone of his Bone, 
than his Wife is: Why? Becauſe the Child is indeed Fleſh 
of his Fleſh, and Bone of his Bone 3 becauſe Children came 
out of the Man's Loins, as the twelve Patriarchs came forth 
of Jacob's Loins: Now theſe were really Fleſh of his Fleſh, 
and Bone of his Bone, naturally ſo, and not by Union; as a 
Man and his Wife, that were two, are by Union made one 
Fleſh. | 

So likewiſe the Scriptures ſpeaks of two Sorts of Bodies; 
as that in 1 Cor. xv. 44. There is a natural Body, and a 
ſpinitual Body, a celeſtial Body, and a terreſtrial Body : Now 
theſe Bodies cannot go one into another, but mortal Bodies 


may be made ſpiritual Bodies, and ſpiritual Bodies may be made - 


mortal Bodies, by the Power of the Creator, as it were by the 
Serpent-Angel; he was a ſpiritual Body, when he deceived 
Eve; but when he was made mortal, he was called curſed 
Cain : So the Lord from Heaven was a ſpiritual Body before 
he over-ſhadowed the Virgin Mary; but afterwards this ſpiri- 


tual Body was a pure mortal Body, and that mortal Body was 


called a bleſſed Jeſus. This is the great Myſtery to the 
World, and this Jeſus is that God that prepared a pure mortal 
Body for himſelf, that he might be capable to be put to Death 
in this Body, to redeem the loſt Seed of Adam; and this is 
that Body, I ſay, is not in the Quakers, neither are the 
Quakers of Chriſt's Body by Union, nor Fleſh of his Fleſh, 
nor Bone of his Bone, not by Union; and thoſe Believers 
were, the Apoſtle writ unto ; for the Apoſtle was choſen of 
Chriſt without him, and had a Commiſſion to Chriſt 
to others; and thoſe that did believe his Commiſſion were one 
in Faith with him; and ſo they, by Faith, might know that 
Chriſt was in them, except they were Reprobates, that is, 
except they were unbelieving; for if they had Faith in the 


true Chriſt, which he had taught them, then Chriſt did dwell 


in their Hearts by Faith, and they ſhould know, by Faith in 
E 2 themſelves, 
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themſelves, that they were not Reprobates z and by the Union 
they mould have with Chriſt by Faith, they ſhould become 
Members of Chriſt ; yea, they ſhould be counted Fleſh of 
his Fleſh, and Bone of his Bone. This is the true Meaning 
of the Scriptures. | 

But the Speakers of the Quakers have no Commiſſion from 
Chrift to preach, as the Apoſtles had, neither have the Be- 
levers of the Quakers any true Faith in Chriſt's Perſon, or 
Body, without them; and ſo the Speakers and Hearers are 
both in the State of Reprobation, neither doth Chriſt dwell 
in their Hearts by Faith ; for true Faith they have none, but 
the Faith of Devils: And that which they call the Zight of 
Chriſt in them, is nothing elſe but the Light of the Law written 
in their Hearts, for true Faith in Chrift's Perſon they have 
none; ſ they call the Light of the Law in them, the Light 
of Chriſt, becauſe the Law convinces them of Sin. - 

Now this Law written in the Quakers Hearts, is the 
Light of Chriſt's Creation, and this Light of the Law that 
Chriſt hath written in the Heart of Man, it is written in the 
Heart of every Devil, and ſo in the Heart of the Speakers 
of the Quakers, and they teach their Diſciples to hearken to 
the Light within them, and faich Chriſt is in them. But this 
is no ſaving Light, neither is Chrift within them, neither are 
the _ Members of Chrift*s Body, nor Bone of his Bone, 
nor Fleh of his Fleſh 3 for they have no Faith in his Per- 
fon without them; ſo that Fox his Cheat and Decent is made 
Manifeſt by the Scriptures being interpreted, "|"Þ 

. 11, Pape 11, Fox is very angry with me for ſaying, Reaſon 
is the Devil z And yet, ſaich he, bon give a Reaſon for 
what thou dat: And becauſe 1 give a Reaſon of my 
Dvings, therefore, ſaith he, I am judgen vat of my von Mouth, 
vo be the Devil Reaſon. -

Anſ. HEZE Fox the Quaker hath ſhewed himſelf an 

ignorant Devil, that cannot give a Reaſon of the 
Hope that is in him; but for Fear he ſhould be counted 
a Devil, takes 'up other Men's Words, and the Scriptures 


muſt give a Reaſon for Fox, how that he is no Reprobate, be- | 
cauſe the Scriptures ſaith to Believers in that Time, e 


ye mt that Chriſt is in you, except ye be Reprobates ? And be 
ready to render a Reaſon of the Hope within you : But Fox him- 
ſelf hath no Knowledge but that he is a Reprobate; but I 
perfectly know that Fox is a Reprobate, and I can give a 
Reaſon why he ſhould, and will be damned to Eternity, 
though Fax can give no Reaſon for it. What would Fox 
have done if he had not had other Men's Words to prove 
Chrift within, and to give a Reaſon of the Hope they had 
in Chriſt; for Fox hath no Intereſt in the Scriptures. But 
I ſhall open this Point ſomething more hereafter, where he 
ſpeaketh of Reaſon, in the 19th Page of his Pamphlet.

An Explanation how George Fox and other Quakers may be 
ſaid to appear before the Fudgement-ſeat of Chriſt, 


Anſ. ID? you Fox, and the Speakers of the Quakers, in- 

deed believe that you ſhall appear before the Judg- 
ment-ſeat of Chriſt, to receive the Reward of Deeds done 
in your Bodies, whether good or evil? If you do, I ſhall ſay 
this unto you, that when you do appear before the Judgment- 
ſeat of Chriſt, John Reeve and myſelf ſhall be there allo, and 
look what Sentence and Judgment we have given upon you 
and others here upon Earth, the ſame Sentence will Chriſt 
give when you appear before his Judgment-ſeat ; and lock 
what Blaſphemy againſt the Holy Spirit you have committed 
in this natural Body you now have, you ſhall have the Pu- 
niſhment of that Blaſphemy againſt the Holy Ghoſt that ſent 
us, puniſhed in that ſpiritual dark Body you ſhall have, when 
Chriſt doth raiſe you again; and then you ſhall know that you 
did appear before the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt, when you 
appeared to reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt in us the Witneſſes of the 
Spirit z and look what Judgment and Sentence we the Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit have given you here in this World, the 
ſame Judgment and Sentence ſhall be upon you in the World 
to come, even to Eternity. And when you Fox appeared 
before us, to reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt in us, then did you appear 
before the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt ; and look what Judgment 
I havegiven you and others, it may be ſaid to be the Judgment 
and Sentence of Chriſt, and that you -appear before the 
Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt. 

As it is in all Courts of natural Juſtice, when Men are 
condemned by the Judge for the Breach of the Law, doth not 
ſuch an one appear before the Judgment-ſeat of the King ? 
What are all Courts of Juſtice, but the Judgment-ſeat of the 
King? And whoſoever is juſtified or condemned by the Judges 
of theſe Courts, they may be ſaid to be juſtified, or acquitted ; 
or judged, or condemned before the Judgment-ſeat of _- 
King. n 
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In like Manner it is with the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt; 
Chriſt is the chef Judge and King of Heaven and Earth, 
yet he hath given Power to his Prophets, Apoſtles, and Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit, to be Embaſſadors and Judges in his 
Stead, as it is with earthly Kings; ſo that who ever appears 
before the true Embaſſadors of Chriſt, they do appear before 
the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt ; and look what Judgment the 
Embaſſadors, who are Judges, do give upon a Man if ju- 
ſtified, then Chriſt juſtifies ; if condemned, then condemned, 
and there is no appealing to any other; ſo that you Fox, you 
have appeared before the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt already, 
and have received your Judgment and Sentence already, but 
the Execution of it is not yet come; and when you appear be- 
fore the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt as you mean, and I ſhall 
be there alſo, and look what Sentence I have paſſed upon you 
and others here, the ſame ſhall I paſs upon you. When Chriſt, 
which is my Life, doth appear, then ſhall I appear with him 
in Glory, and ſhall ſit upon a Throne of Glory, and ſhall 
judge you wicked Deſpiſers of a perſonal God, with the ſame 
Sentence of eternal Damnation, as I did when I was here in 
Mortality; and then ſhall you Fox know, to your endleſs 
Miſery, that God gave Power to a mortal Man like your- 
ſelf, to give Judgment and Sentence of eternal Damnation 
upon you, though you deſpiſe and ſcorn that a mortal Man 
ſhould give Sentence upon you Speakers of the Quakers and 
others; but you ſhall find the Sentence of a mortal Man 
as really true upon you, as if the immortal God himſelf 
had paſſed it upon you. But the Reader may find this more 
largely opened in The Quakers Neck broken. TH 

But to make it appear more plain to the Reader, that the 
Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt is in this World, as well as hereafter, 
and that all Prophets, Apoſtles, and true Meſſengers and 
Miniſters of Chriſt, if they be choſen by him, they are 
Judges, and thoſe that do appear before them, or any of them, 
they may be ſaid to appear before the Judgment ſeat of Chriſt, 
and look what Judgment Chriſt's Judges, which he hath 
choſen, and given them a Commiſſion, doth give Sentence 
either of Juſtification or Condemnation, they received this 
Sentence before the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt, * .theſe 
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udges are choſen by him, as it is with other Judges in the 
J al, as w_ 6 ; 
This I ſhall make more appear by Scripture, as Mat, xix, 
29. where Chriſt ſaith to his twelve Apoſtles, Jou, faith he, 
Gal fit upon twelve Thrones, judging the twelve Tribes of Iſratl. 
Now let the Reader mind: "Theſe twelve Apoſtles had the 
Keys of Heaven and Hell given them here, and they had 
Power to remit Sins, and to retain Men's Sins; that is, they 
had Power to forgive Sins, and Power to retain Sins; that 
is, they had Power to juſtify that Man or Woman that believed 
their ine, and they had Power to condemn thoſe that 
iſed, and did not believe their Doctrine: Now theſe People 
fo juſtified and condemned by theſe Apoſtles and true Prea- 
cher, they did appear before the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt, 
for they were appomted Judges in his Stead z and that the 
Reader may underftand how theſe Apoſtles ſhould judge the 
ewelve Tribes of [#ael, I declare unto you thus. 

That theſe Twelve hath their Commiſion from Chriſt to 
preach the Goſpel of Chrift, unto the twelve Tribes of [/ael, 
though many ' Gentiles believed alſo, yet Paul was chiefly ſent 
ume the Gentiles, and choſen of Chriſt, to preach him unto 
the Gentites z but the other twelve Apoſtles, their Meſſage was 
chieflty' ro preach Chriſt unto the twelve Tribes of 1/rael, 
which were the Jews in their Time, and as many of thoſe 
Jews as did believe in theſe twelve Apoſtles Doctrine, con- 
cerning Chriſt's Death, Reſurrection, and Aſcenſion, and 
other Tags GE thereunto, which they preached, I 
ſay, the Apoſtles had Power to give Sentence of Blefſedneſs 
upon thoſe which did truly believe their Doctrine, and that 
their Sins were forgiven them, and ſo they came to be juſti- 
fied' in their own Conſciences, juſtified before God, and fo 
had Peace with God, | 

So on the eontrary, thoſe that did not believe the Apoſtles 
Meſſage, but rather deſpiſed it, ſpoke evil of it, and perſe- 
cuted it, ealling it Blaſphemy, Hereſy, Deceir, and Lies, 
which many of thoſe Jews did, the Apoſtles had Power to 
pronounce andicondemn thoſe unbelieving Jews, who deſpiſed 
and fpake evil of the Doctrine of Chriſt « Alſo they had 
Power te retain their Sins, ſo thar God ſhould never _ 

them, 
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them, ſo that they ſhould never be forgiven in the Con- 
ſcience, nor forgiven of God: So that theſe twelve Apoſtles 
doth judge the twelve Tribes of J/rael here in this World 
ſome they have judged eternally happy, becauſe they be- 
lieved their Report; others they judged cternally damned for 
their Unbelief and Deſpiſings, as aforeſaid y ſo that the 
Apoſtles did judge the twelve Tribes of Irael in their Time, 
as aforeſaid ; and this Judgment of theirs is the Judgment- 
ſeat of Chriſt, and theſe twelve Tribes were before the Judg- 
ment-ſeat of Chriſt ſo long as the Apoſtles Commiſſion laſt- 
ed, which was a Matter of three hundred and fifty Years 
after Chriſt's Death: So that theſe twelve Apoſtles may be 
ſaid to judge the twelve Tribes of 7/rae] herc in this Life, 
by their Doctrine of Chriſt, 

Alſo it may be ſaid that the twelve Tribes of Jae did 
appear before the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt, for many of them 
were juſtified by Faith in Chriſt, and many were condemned 
by Unbelief in Chriſt; ſo that every one had the Sentence 
in themſelves by the Apoſtles judging, whether happy or 
unhappy z and for this faithful Service the twelve Apoſtles 
have done in this Life, in judging according to their Com- 
miſſion, they ſhail fit upon twelve Thrones of Glory in the 
Reſurre&tion, and ſhall give the ſame Judgment upon the 
twelve Tribes there, as they did here: That is, they will 
juſtify the ſame Sentence of Salvation and Damnation upon 
the twelve Tribes of 1/rael, as they gave here in Mortality; 
they will juſtify the ſame before Chriſt their King, when 
they do fit upon twelve Thrones of immortal Glory; and 
many that believed them here, ſhall ſee them in that Glory 
and many that were condemned here, ſhall ſce in their own 
Conſciences that their Sentence was true, even as the rich Man 
did that was in Hell, 
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EM AP. AV; 
A further Interpretation concerning the Judgment. ſeat of Chriſt, 


O likewiſe Moſes and the Prophets were Judges, and did 
judge thoſe that believed their Report to be happy; and 
thoſe which did not, unhappy ; as you may ſee John v. 25. 
In that Chapter the Jews do upbraid Chriſt, as if he did ac- 
cuſe the Jews worthy of Condemnation, for not believing in 
him; But, ſaith Chriſt, do not you think that I will accuſe you 
to the Father, there is one, ſaith he, that accuſeth you, even 
Moſes, in whom you truſt; for, ſaith he, had you believed Moles, 
you would have believed me, for be wrote of me, The Meaning 
is this, That ſeeing their Fathers did not believe Moſes, neither 
obeyed they him, but murmured againſt him, and tempted 
God at the Waters of Meribah, and at ſeveral other Times, 
whereby their Carcaſes fell in the Wilderneſs, by their pro- 
voking the Lord to Anger, in murmuring againſt Maſes and 
Aaron; and theſe Jews in Chriſt's Time being the Children 
of thoſe that tempted God, when they tempted Moſes, they 
being Devils that tempted Moſes, yet he being dead, theſe 
their Children put their Truſt in his Writings, and condemns 
their own Fathers, ſaying, Had we lived and ſeen thoſe Things, 
and great Wonders our Fathers ſaw Moſes and the Prophets did, 
we would never have murmured againſt Moſes, nor have perſe- 
cuted the Prophets, as our Fathers did : But when the greate(t 
Wonder of all that ever God did for the Satisfaction of Man's 
Mind, was done upon Earth, that is, God manifeſt in Fleſh, 
the God and Saviour of the World become very Man, ſo that 
_ _ talk with God in Fleſh, as a Man talketh with his 
riend, 

Even that Prophet that ſhould be raiſed up like unto Moſes, 
whom Moſes adviſed the Generations to come to hear him, 
and all the Prophets foretold of him, yet when he was come, 
theſe Jews did not believe him no more than their Fathers did 
believe Moſes, but they tempted him as their Fathers tempted 
Mofes : Neither did Chriſt accyſe, nor judge theſe Jews, nor 
their Fathers for Unbelief, but leaves them to Moſes in 2 * 

| they 
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they truſted z ſo that Moſes and the Prophets ſhall be the 
Judges of all thoſe that put their Truſt in their Writings ; and 
whoever did, or doth truly believe their Writings concern- 
ing Chriſt to come, or truly believe when he was come, they 
are all juſtified, and ſhall be ſaved by the Writings of Moſes 
and the Prophets. 

So on the contrary, all thoſe Jews that read Moſes's Writ- 
ings, and the Prophets, and profeſſed Obedience unto them, 
yet did not truly believe them, but rather deſpiſed and per- 
ſecuted thoſe that foretold of a Chriſt the Saviour ; and the 
Children of thoſe Jews perſecuted the Saviour himſelf : Theſe, 
1 ſay, are all to be accuſed and judged by Moſes and the Pro- 
phets, for they made a Profeſſion of their Writings, but un- 
derſtood, nor believed nothing of them; ſo theſe Jews have 
appeared before the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt, and they will 
have no other Accuſer or Judge but Moſes, in whoſe Letter 
Men put their Truſt : So that Moſes will be always ſpeaking 
in the Conſcience, as the Blood of Abel did in Cain's Con- 
ſcience, Fear and Horror: And this is the Judgment · ſeat of 
Chriſt, that theſe Men aforeſaid ſhall, and hath appeared 
before; for Moſes and the Prophets were Judges in Chriſt's 
Stead, | 

So that all commiſſionated Men, whom God hath choſen 
to reveal the Myſteries of the Kingdom of Heaven to 
Mankind, they are all Judges, and are in Chriſt's Stead, and 
what Judgment they give in ſpiritual Matters, Chriſt doth | 
own as his own Judgment; ſo that whoever is judged by any 
of theſe Judges, they may be ſaid to be judged, whether it 
be the Sentence of Juſtification, or Sentence of Condemnation, 
to Eternity; and that they received this Sentence before the 
Judgment: ſeat of Chriſt. ä 8 

Alſo theſe Judges ſhall fit upon Thrones of immortal 
Glory, in the celeſtial Heavens, being faithful here upon Earth, 
as Moſes was in his Houſe, that was in his Commiſſion of 
the Law, and the Apoſtles in the Goſpel, and we the Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit, according to the Tenor of our Commiſ- 
fion, have been faithful alſo ; ſo that Moſes, the Prophets, 
and Apoſtles, and we the Witneſſes of the Spirit, ſhall fit upon 
Thrones of Glory as Judges in the Preſence of Chriſt, our 
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God, our King, and our Redeemer, in the higheſt Heavens; 
So much concerning the Judgment-ſeat of Chriſt, 

13. The ſame Page Muggleton ſaith, Becauſc he hath paſſed 
Sentence upon the Quakers, they ſhall never grow to have 
more Experience in Viſions, and Revelations, buy ſhall wither, 

Here, ſaith Fox, are more of Muggleton*s Lies, for, faith 


he, the Truth ſpreads, yea, and will ſpread, over the whole 
World, more and more. 


CHAP. XVI. 


How ile Sentence aud Curſe baue ſubdued thoſe Witcheraft- 
fits in the Quakers. 


Az. J Do know and affirm, that thoſe Speakers of the 

| Quakers, and others whom I have paſſed the Sen- 
tence of cternal Damnation upon, that they have not, nor 
do grow in any Experience nor Revelation, ſince the Sen- 
"tence of Damnation was paſſed on them, as Experience doth 
py manifeſt, and many will witneſs unto it. And as 
or Fox himſelf, what Experience and new Revelation of 
Scripture have you had ſince you were damned a Matter of 
fourteen Years ago? Have you publiſhed any other Things 
but what you did at the firſt? No, not ſo much as you. did 
at the firſt; for then it was your Principle of Zeal to fall 
into Witchraft-fits, ſuppoſing it was the Spirit of Chriſt that 
moved you to foam at the Mouth, and ſigh, and groan, 
and ſwell with Spiritual Witchcraft, and howl and groan 
as if Hell were like to burſt in you; and perhaps a while 
after your Spirit would break forth into a many non-ſenſical 
Words, as if the Devil had broke forth out of Hell. Was not 
this your Practice? And were not theſe the moſt eminent 
Quakers counted amongſt you, who had thoſe Witchcraft- 
fits? For the Quakers Revelation doth ariſe in them only when 


| | the Witchcraft-fit is upon them; nay, I have known ſome that 


have followed the Quakers, deſiring to be of them, and 
earneſtly defiring in their Meetings to have thoſe Fits as other 
Quakers had; for they thought ſuch Perſons, who had thoſe 
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thoſe Firs had been wrought by the Spirit of Chrift, and that 
he had revealed great Things unto them ; and becauſe the Par- 
ties aforeſaid could not produce thoſe Fits in themfelves, as 
they ſaw others have, notwithftanding their melancholy 
Life, their framing their outward Apparel, and obſerving every 
Motion in the Mind, according to the Quakers Doctrine, they 
left no Stone unturned, nor no Endeavour neglected, in the 
Quakers Way, that they might attain thoſe Witchcraft-fits, 
but could not attain them, do what they could: They got 
the Quakers Language of Thee and Thou, but could not attain 
the Fits; neither would ſome of thoſe Quakers own one of 
theſ® Perſons, becauſe ſhe had not fuch Fits as they had, fo ſhe 
was ford to leave them. And the Cauſe why theſe Perſons 
aforeſaid could have no ſuch Fits, it was becauſe they had 
talked with me before they fell to the Quakers Principles, fo 
that no Witchcraft-fit could be produced in them, though 
their Endeavours were great. | 

Alſo 1 have drove the Witchcraft-power out of Quakers 
that have been ſtrongly pofleft, fo that they have never had 
Fi more. And as for you, Fox, have you ever had any 
Witchcraft fit ſince you are damned? Did you ever fall into a 
Swoon, and lye as one dumb? And hath the Spirit of Reaſon, 
the Devil, which you call the Light of Chriſt in you, I aſk, 
hath he revealed any Myſteries of the Scriptures in the Time 
of your Fit, ſince you are damned, fourteen Years ago? Is 
your Revelation of Reaſon to be ſeen in Writing, yea or nay. 

Again, hath Samuel Hooton, William Smith, Edward Bonrn, 
Richard Farneſworth, and many others that were damned of 
late Years, have they had any Witchcraft-fits fince ? Or any 
new Revelation ? If they have, let them be brought forth to the 
Light, Do you George Fox know any Quaker that I have 
paſſed the Sentence upon, that can produce a Witcheraft - fit 
afterwards? If no Fit can be produced as formerly, then I ſay 
no true Revelation nor Experience can ariſe in the Quakers 
Hearts : Nay, this Sentence, it puts a Stop to the Revelation of 
Reaſon alſo, elſe why ſhould Quakers fall ſo, as you do, from 
Jour firſt Principle? For you are not like the People you were 
lixteen Years ago, there were few Quakers then but they had 
Witchcraft - fits, but now of late, I do not hear of any _ 
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that hath any Fits, no, not ſo much as to buz or hum before 
the Fit comes. But if you Fox doth know any of you Qua- 
Kers that have any of thoſe Witchcraft-fits as formerly, bring 
them to me, or let me hear of it, and I ſhall caſt out that 
Devil which cauſeth thoſe Fits, ſo that they ſhall never have 
more, but ſhall be ſenſible and in their right Mind. So Fox, 
you ſhall find my Words to be Truth, and no Lie, that the 
Quakers, after the Sentence is paſt upon them, ſhall never grow 
to have more Experience in Viſions and Revelations, bur ſhall 
wither. Do not you, Fox, find this to be true? If you do not, 
others will witneſs unto it to be true. | 

But you fay, The Truth ſpreads : I know the Truth ſpreads, 
but not the Quakers Witchcraft-fits, which produced Viſions, 


_ Apparitions, and Revelations, which the „ thought had 


been produced by the Spirit of Chriſt, but they were produced 
by the Spirit of Reaſon the Devil, in themſelves; and theſe 
Fits, Viſions, Apparitions, and Revelations in the Quakers, 
are greatly withered away of late, by that Sentence I have 
paſſed upon the Speakers of the Quakers, and others of that 
Opinion, ſo that thoſe Fits of theirs makes moſt People 
aſhamed to own them, which formerly People thought them 
the moſt knowingeſt that was poſſeſt with a Witchcraft-fit ; 
ſo that it is plain and clear, and many that were Lovers of 
the Quakers Way of Worſhip that can, and will witneſs, that 
their Experience in Viſions and Revelation are withered, and 
come to nothing. | 

. But Fox thinks becauſe a many ignorant People comes to 
hear the Quakers ſpeak their Ninny-nonies over and over again, 
therefore the Truth, as he calls it, ſpreads, but when it was at 
the beſt, it was but a Lie that ſpreads; indeed a Lye will 


ſpread very faſt, but Truth ſpreads very ſlowly ; for Truth was 


ten Years in the World, and there was not much above forty 


. Perſons that owned it; but the Quakers at that Time had many 


Thouſands that were Quakers, as was expreſt by thoſe five dam- 
ned Quakers in Eaſtcbeap, mentioned in that Book called 7 be 


Quakers Neck broken.

How Spirits cannot aſſume what Shapes they pleaſe, neither can 
there appear any Spirit without a Body, 


Anſ. 1 this I ſhall make it appear to the Reader, that my 
Words are Truth, and that Fox hath ſhewed his Ig- 
norance and Darkneſs, both of God's filling Heaven and 
Earth, and that Fox nor the Quakers doth not believe that 
Chriſt hath Fleſh and Bone of his own diſtin& of himſelf, 
and that this Fleſh and Bone of Chriſt is now in Heaven above 
the Sars. f 
Let the Reader mind the Words of Chriſt: His Diſciples 
ſuppoſed they had ſeen a Spirit, theſe Diſciples were ignorant 
at that Time as moſt People, thinking that Spirits might walk 
without Bodies, or that Spirits might aſſume Bodies, and ap- 
pear to Men: This ignorant Opinion was in the Diſciples of 
Chriſt, before they were endued with Power from on high, 
and this is the general Opinion of all Men, but thoſe that have 
a Commiſſion from God; for if God had never choſen Pro- 
phets, and Apoſtles, and Witneſſes, to enlighten the Under- 
ſtanding of People, all People in the World would have 
believed ſo: Therefore it was that Prophets cauſed Kings to 
put to Death all Witches and Wizards that dealt with familiar 
Spirits, as Samuel did, and King Saul, out of Iſrael; but all 
the Nations of the Earth beſides did practice Witchcraft, and 
dealing with familiar Spirits, and did believe that Spirits might, 
and did walk without Bodies, and could aſſume what Shapes 
they pleaſe. Theſame Opinion is now all the World over, and in 
the Quakers alſo; and the Diſciples of Chriſt at that Time had 
a Smatch of the Heathen Opinion in them, which made them, 
through their Ignorance, to ſuppoſe they had ſeen a Spirit with- 
out a Body, to walk before them : But Chriſt, willing to con- 
CG | | vince 
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of the right Devil, and how they became Fleſh; for the Qua-

vince them of that vain and lying Opinion, faith to his Dif. 


Ciple:, Feel me, and bandle me, for a Spirit bath not Feſh and 
Bone as I have; as if he ſhould ſay, No Spirit can appear 


- without a Body, for a Spirit without a Body is a meer Shadow, 


preſented to your Fantaſy through your Ignorance ; as if Chriſt 


ſhould ſay, do not believe that Spirits can walk without Bodies, 


there is no ſuch Thing, it is but a meer Shadow you ſuppoſe to 
be a Spirit, but come to me, and feel me, and handle me; fora 
Shadow, as you take or think to be a Spirit, hath no Fleſh and 
Bone, nor is of no Subſtance, as I am. This was after Chriſt was 
riſen from the Dead, and before the Apoſtles had received Power 
from on High, ſo that the Reader may fee that Chriſt had 
Fleſh. and Bone after he was riſen from the Dead: Now 1 
would fain know of the Quakers what became of this Fleſh and 
Bone of Chriſt, where it went, or where it is now ? Sure you 
Quakers will not ſay this Fleſh and Bone of Chriſt is within 
you, neither will you acknowledge that the Fleſh and Bone, 
which is the Body of Chrift riſen from the Dead, to be now 
in Heaven above the Stars diſtinct of himſelf : For that Body 
of Chrift, which was felt and handled by his Diſciples, was 
that Body that was prepared for the God- head Life to dwell 
in, and to ſuffer ; and when that Body of Chriſt aſcended to 


Heaven, the God-head Spirit aſcended with it alſo; 


So that there is but one God, and one Body of God; ſo that 
Chriſt is God embodied with Fleſh and Bone in all Things like 
unto Man, Sin excepted, as the Scriptures ſaith; ſo that Chriſt 
cannot be in the Quakers, neither in his Body nor his Spirit; 
neither are they Members of his Body, not by Union of Faith, 
as true Believers are; for then Chriſt hath never a Body, 
neither within them, nor without them; for if they ſhould 


believe that Chriſt hath a Body diſtinct of his own, at ſuch a 


Diſtance and Reſidence above the Stars, then I ſay, the Quakers 
Principle of Chriſt within them would vaniſh like Smoak 


indeed, as it doth with- many true Believers that were of the 


Quakers Faith, before they came to know the true God, and 
the right Devil : But the Quakers are in black, pitchy Dark- 
neſs, fo that it is a vain Thing to talk to them of heavenly 
Myſteries, as the Myſtery. of the true God, and the Myſtery

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kers have got, as they imagine, God and Devil, Hell and 
Heaven, ReſurreCtiun, and all within them, ſo they cannot 
tell where to find any God without them, but an infinite

Caufe of ſuch groſs Errors concerning God and Devil z for 
Fox takes God to be an infinite Spirit without a Body, and 
this Spirit without a Body fills Heaven and Earth without Diſ- 
tinction, and ſo Fox his Devil is a bodileſs Spirit, ſo that he 
can give no Diſtinction what the Devil is, though I know he 
is one himſelf : But for the Reader's Sake, I ſhall interpret a 
little how God may be ſaid to fill Heaven and Earth, as thus: 
God is a ſingle Perſon in Form of a Man, a ſpiritual Perſon, 
and no bigger in Compaſs than a Man, and he was fo from 
Eternity, even of the ſame Stature as the firſt Adam was, there-

Chriſt being God and Man, ſo that God is of no bigger Bulk 
or Bigneſs, nor never was, than the Compaſs of a Man, and 
the firſt Adam was of the ſame Bigneſs for 83 of Perſon as 
. God was that made him; and the ſecond Adam Chriſt, which 
was God and Man, was of the ſame Compaſs when upon 
Earth, as the firſt Adam in the Beginning of the World was, 
the Scriptures are full to prove this. But it would be too

Likewiſe God hath written by his Wiſdom and Power of 
Creation, a Law in every Creature here upon Earth ; he hath 
written by the Power of his Word a Law in Man's Heart, who 
is the Image of himſelf, whom God made Lord of all other 
Creatures; he by the Power of his Word hath placed a Law 
in the Beaſts of the Felds, in the Fowls of the Air, in all ſen- 
ſible Creatures hath he planted a Law, and they all obey him 
in their Kind, and ſets forth his Glory. 

Tea, he hath by the Power of his Word placed a ſecret . 
Law in the Vegetables, as Trees, Plants, Herbs, and all 
Things of that Kind; nay, by the Power of his Word he hath 
puta Law in the Sun and-Moon, to run their Courſe in their 

Seaſon appointed. 

Alſo he hath placed by the Power of his Word a Law in 
the Stars, and Planets, and in all the Hoſt of Heaven on this 
Side the Firmament; nay, he hath ſet the Law of Bounds to 
the Sea, and great Waters, all theſe Things, and a thouſand 
Times more hath he done by his Wiſdom and Power, and all

He was a Tree which reached up to Heaven, So 
likewiſe his Dominion is ſaid to reach to the Ends of the Earth, 
as in Verſe 22. So that it was the Greatneſs of his Power 
that reached up to Heaven, and to the End of the Earth, 

that is, as far in the Earth as his Power, Decrees, and Laws

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would reach, yet the Perſon of this great King was no bigger 
in Stature and Compaſs than another Man. 
So it is with God, though his Power, Wiſdom, and Glory 
fills Heaven and Earth, in that he hath given Laws, and placed 
" Bounds to all his Creation, as I ſaid before, yet he himſelf 
is no bigger in Bulk, nor in Compaſs, than a Man, as the Scrip- 
tures doth in many Places prove, and as 1 have ſaid before; 
and in this Senſe the Scriptures doth mean that God fills 
Heaven and Earth, - 
But Fox and the Quakers looks upon God to be ſo big in 
his Eſſence and Spirit without any Body, that he fills Heaven 
and Earth, the Air, and all Things elſe with his great big 
Spirit without a Body, this is the Quakers God, and Chriſt;

God, and his Fleſh, and Bone, and Blood, who was crucified,

2 Fox ſeems to own Chriſt's Body without him, but it 
is in a Myſtery ; for he doth not believe that God hath any 
right Hand or left Hand either ; for infinite Spirits hath no 
Hands, there is no Need of Spirits without Bodies to have 
Hands ; but the Reader may plainly ſee that Fox hath a 
myſtical Meaning, or elſe he groſly contradicts himſelf.

So that Fox looks upon the Quakers Bodies to be Members

Head, and the Quakers Fleſh and Bone to be Chriſt's Body of 


Fleſh and Bone; ſo that Chriſt cannot be diſtinct of himſelf, 


nor have Fleſh and Bone diſtinct, both in Body and Spirit. 


This is the Quakers imaginary Chriſt, which is the'abſolute 
Spirit of Antichriſt ; and this Spirit of Antichriſt it doth reign 
more in the Quakers People than in any People whatſoever.

according to Squire Pennington's Saying unto Jobn Reeve, but 
it was when he was upon the ranting Principle; but ſince 
that he is turned Quaker ; for the _ Principle is but 
the Ranters refined into a more civil Kind of Life, 

For the Ranters were ſo groſly rude in their Lives, that 
ſpoiled their high Language, and made People weary of 
them; but the Quakers that were upon the Rant are the beſt 
able to maintain the Quakers Principle of Chriſt within them, 
than any other Quakers that were not upon the Rant; as 
William Smyth, and *Squire Pennington, and others as I know. 
So that People may plainly ſee, that the Quakers are led and 
guided by the Spirit of Antichriſt, that will not allow Chriſt's 
Body of Fleſh and Bone to be diſtin& from his Saints, but 
would have the Quakers Bodies to be Chriſt's Fleſh and Bone. 
This is that Spirit of Antichriſt that denied Chriſt come in 
the Fleſh, as Jobn in his Epiſtle ſaith; for whoever denies 
Chriſt come in the Fleſh, and that Fleſh he is come in to be

from that Sentence and Curſe I have paſſed upon you; it will 
and ſhall be written and ingraven upon, and in your Hearts 

of Stone, even as the Law that Moſes gave was written in 
Tables of Stone to ſignify the Law written in the Seed and 
Nature of Reaſon in the Reprobate Angel before his Fall, 
from whom all Men received that Seed of Reaſon, and ſo the 
Law written in it, | . 

So that as you feel the Motions of that Law written in 
your Hearts, your Thoughts accuſing and excuſing, ſhewing 
the Law written in your Hearts, ſo ſhall that Sentence ] have 
paſſed upon you be printed in your Memory, always judg- 
ing and accuſing of you for your Blaſphemy againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt, and deſpiſing the Meſſengers of the Holy Spirit, and 

you ſhall remember 1 told ſo by a true Prophet. 
So that you ſhall feel me indeed to your endleſs Miſery ; and 
if you do not find this to be true as I have ſaid, then let the 
fame Evil IJ have judged upon you, let it be upon me; or 
if God will not own what I have ſaid unto you deſpiſing 
Quakers, or if I judge thus without a Commiſſion and Au- 
thority from the true God, let God judge me with the ſame 
Judgment I have judged you and others with: This is as much 
as can be ſaid by Man. 
17. Page 19. Muggleton ſaith, the Devil ſo much ſpoken 
of in Scripture, is nothing but the Spirit of Reaſon in Man 
that killed the Righteous; alſo it was the Spirit of Reaſon the 
Devil that kllled the Juſt. 3 | 

Here Fox blames my Judgment, and pleads for Reaſon, as 
if all reafonable Men had Faith from thoſe Words of Paul, 
who deftred to be delivered from unreaſonable Men; For, 
ſarth Paul, all Men have not Faith; fo that Fox looks upon 

the Devil to be nothing elſe but Unreaſonableneſfs, : 


CHAP.

That which killed the Righteous and Juſt, it was the Spirit 
of Reaſon, the Devil in Man, that always did it. 


Anſ. H ER E Fox ſhews his Ignorance and Darkneſs both 


of the Devil, and of the Meaning of the Scrip- 


' tures, and of the Apoſtle's Words; the Want of Diſtinction, 


and the Want of the Gift of Interpretation, is the Cauſe 
the Quakers are ſo ignorant of every true Principle of Faith. 


For the Speakers are the worſt of all Men in that, for they 


never give Meanings of Scripture, nor interprets any. 
Look into all the Quakers Writings, and they give no 
Meanings, nor Interpretations of any ;. for no Interpretation 
can be given but there muſt be a Meaning, as there was by 
Philip to the Eunuch; but the Quaker names the Scripture 
Words that are for his Purpoſe, and though there be three Places 
againſt that he names to prove to the contrary, the Quaker 
will give no Meanings nor Diſtinctions, but ſay, it is tbe Hleſb 
that aſks Queſtions ;, and this is the Cauſe the Quakers are ſo 


unable to diſpute, or to anſwer Queſtions, or interpret Scrip- 


ture; indeed I cannot ſee how they ſhould, their Foundation 


is ſe ſandy, one Puff of Wind from a true Meſſenger or 


Miniſter of Chriſt will blow down all the Quakers Building 


for they have none of the true Corner-ſtone to build upon, 
nor that Rock which is Chriſt without them, but a ſandy 


Foundation of a Chriſt within them. | 

Yet becauſe I would not have the Reader unſatisfied that 
the Spirit of Reaſon in Man is the Devil, and that it was the 
Spirit of Reaſon in Man that always killed the Righteous, 
and the Spirit of Reaſon that killed the Juſt, I ſhall prove it 


by Scripture, and ſhall explain thoſe Words of Paul, who de- 


4 ed * be delivered from unreaſonable Men, for all Men have not 
ai. . 9 hs 
I know it is a vain Thing to interpret Scriptures to Quakers, 


or to give Meanings of Prophets, or Apoſtles to Quakers ; but 
for. the Sake of others that ſhall read this Epiſtle, 1 ts 
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this Point, and prove by Scripture that the Spirit of Reaſon in 
Man is the Devil. | 

Firſt. It was the Spirit of Reaſon in Cain that killed righteous 
Abel, tor Cain reaſoned in himſelf, why ſhould God accept of 
Abel and his Offering, and not of him and his Offering: He 
reaſoned in himſelf, why ſhould God ſend Fire from Heaven 

to teſtify his Acceptance of AbePs Offering, and ſent no Fire 
from Heaven to conſume his Offering: Alſo Cain reaſoned in 
himſelf, I am the Firſt-born, and lo God hath had Reſpect 
unto the Younger, what Reaſon is there that God ſhould reſpe& 
the Younger, and reje& the Elder? Likewiſe Cain reaſoned 
in himſelf, that he would kill Abel, then thought he, God 
will accept of me, there being none to offer up Sacrifice unto 
him, but himſelf; ſo theſe Reaſonings and ſuch like, paſſed 
through Cain's Soul before he was reſolved to kill righteous 
Abel; but this Reaſoning being too ſtrong for Cain, it made 
him reſolve to kill his Brother when he had an Opportunity, 
which a while after he had an Opportunity, when he met 
Abel in the Field, he talked with him and flew him. And 
this Spirit of Reaſon in Cain was the firſt Devil in Man 
that killed righteous Abel, and this was the Spirit of Reaſon 
in Cain, and not any Unreaſonableſs in him. | 

For he thought he had Reaſon to kill Abel, ſeeing God had 
deaf ſo by him to accept the Younger, and reject the Elder. 

_ Allo the like Caſe was with Jacob and Eſau; becauſe Jacob 
had got the Bleſſing from Eſau, he reaſoned in himſelf to 
kill his Brother Jacob; ſo he reaſoned in himſelf how he might 
do this Murder, and not incur his Father Jaac's Diſpleaſure; 
ſo he reaſoned. in himſelf how he might have Opportunity to 
do it, and not to be diſcovered that he did it; and this Rea- 

ſoning in Eſau took Place in his Soul, and give a Reſolution 
to put it into Execution to kill Jacob, becauſe he was bleſt, and 
Eſau was not bleſt with that bleſſed Promiſe that the righteous 
Seed ſhould come of him, as his Brother Jacob was. 

For this is to be minded by the Reader, that the Perſon 
that is accepted of God, of that Perſon the righteous Seed 
muſt, and doth come of; and look what Perſon is rejected 

of God, of that Perſon muſt, and doth come the reprobate 
and curſed Seed, as it was in Cain and Eſau alſo? Efau would 
have put his Reaſoning of his Mind in Practiſe, had not 
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Rebecca his Mother, by her Revelation of Faith, ſent Faces 
away out of Eſau*s Reach; but Eſau's Reſolution remained in 
his Mind till, and waited for an Opportunity: Now was not 
this Reaſon in Eſau the Devil? For if Eſau had had no Reaſon 
to kill Facob, he would never have reſolved to do ſuch Wicked- 
neſs ; but Eſau thought he had good Reaſon to kill Jacob, 
who had ſtolen away the Bleſſing from him, whoſe Birthright 
he thought in Reaſon it was; ſo he thought it was but Reaſon 
to kill his Brother who had done him that Injury or Wrong : 
Was not this the Spirit of Reaſon the Devil in Eſau, that 
would have killed his Brother Jacob, of whom the righteous 
Seed came of ? 

Again, were not thoſe reaſonable Men that talked with 
"Chriſt, to whom Chriſt ſaid, Why reaſon you in yourſelves, 
ſaying, You have Abraham for your Father, ſaith Chriſt, God 
is able of theſe Stones to raiſe up Children unto Abraham; ſo 
thoſe Phariſees and Sadducees that came to the Baptiſm of 
John, Mat. iv. were they not wiſe rational Men, and indued | 
with a high Meaſure of Reaſon ? Did not they aſk a reaſonable 
Queſtion, whether Jobn was the Chriſt or no? Yet John calls 
them @ Generation of Vipers: And Chriſt calls thoſe wile ratio- 
nal Men he talked with, Serpents, Devils, yea, and that 
the Devil was their Father; yet theſe were wiſe, prudent 
Men, indued with a great Meaſure of Reaſon : They were no 
diſtracted Men, nor poſſeſt with any Witchcraft-firs, as you 
Quakers are, but were ſober, ſenſible Men, and would aſk a 
reaſonable Queſtion, and required a reaſonable Anſwer ; yet 
this Spirit of Reaſon, in theſe wiſe and prudent Men, it 
was but the Devil Reaſon in them. | 
For John calls them a Generation of Vipers, and Chriſt calls 
them Serpents, Devils, and that they were the Devil's Children ; 
yet theſe were wiſe Men, endued with Reaſon, and it was that 
Wiſdom of Reaſon in them, that would have intrap'd Chriſt in 
his Words, that they might have had ſome Reaſon to have put. 
him to Death; for Reaſon propounds Queſtions to catch him 
in his Words, that they might have had ſome Reaſon to 
put him to Death; therefore Reaſon laid many Snares to 
catch him. : 
So they reaſoned among tbemſelves, if we let this Man alone, 
the Romans will take away our Place and Nation ; anon

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they had accompliſhed their Deſires by their Reaſon, and, 
brought him before the High-prieſt and Council of the Jews, 
the Council ſome of them reaſoned that it was fit Chriſt ſhould 
die for Blaſphemy, in that he made himſelf the Son of God; 
others reaſoned again, that he ought not to die by their Lay, 
not being juſtly accuſed. | 0 
So when he come into Pilate's Cuſtody, what Reaſoning had 
Pilate in his Spirit? His Reaſon told him it was better to whip 
_ Chriſt, than to kill him; and Pilates Wife's Dream put him 
exceedingly to reaſon how he might deliver Chriſt, but the 
Reaſon of the High-prieſts; and Elders, and thoſe that were 
below them, their Reaſon was too ſtrong for Pilate, and Plate 
thought it more Reaſon to obey Cæſar than his Wife's Dream, 
or the. Reaſoning of his own Heart. 

So that his Reaſon was, he thought better to keep the 
Favour of Cæſar, and the Honour of this World, than the 
Peace of his Conſcience and Favour with God ; ſo his Reaſon 
and their.Reaſon together delivered up the Juſt One to becru- 
cified by reaſonable Men; for the Centurion, and thoſe that 
guarded him, were reaſonable Men alſo, and thought it but 
Reaſon to obey their Rulers Command in this, as well as other 
Things: So that it may be clear to thoſe that are truly in- 
lightned, that the Spirit of Reaſon in Man is the Devil, and 
that the Spirit of Reaſon did kill the Righteous in the Be- 
ginning, and the Spirit of Reaſon did kill the Juſt Perſon, 
even Chriſt Jeſus, 1 | 


CH AP. XXII. 
A Difference between reaſonable and unreaſonable Men, and a 
further Diſcovery that Reaſon is the Devil. | 


A GAIN, it may be clear that the Spirit of Reaſon in 
Man is the Devil, as may plainly appear by thoſe 
Chief-prieſts and Elders of the ſows: as in Mat. xxi. 23, 
theſe Chief- Prieſts and Elders would know of Chriſt by what 
Authority he did thoſe Things? But Chriſt's Anſwer was, 1s 
the Baptiſm of John from Heaven, or of Men? And theſe 
Chief-prieſls and Elders of the Jews reaſoned in themſelves, 
if they ſhould ſay from Heaven, then their Reaſon ler 
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them they fought againſt God; and if they ſhould ſay, Jobn 
Baptiſt had his Commiſſion from Men to baptiſe with Water, 
then their Reaſon told them that the People would ſtone them. 

So they reaſoned in themſelves, it was better to ſay they 
could not tell, which was a Lie againſt the Light of their 
own Conſcience, Here the Reader may ſee that the Spirit of 
Reaſon in Man is the Devil ; for theſe Chief-prieſts and Elders 
were wiſe, prudent Men, endued with a great Meaſure of 
Reaſon, elſe they would not have been choſen Governors and 
Expounders of the Law and Prophets to the People of the 
Jews ; yet theſe reaſonable Men were Devils, even thoſe who 
Chriſt called Serpents, Devils; and Jobn Baptist called à Ge- 
neration of Vipers, 

So that it may be clear to thoſe that are inlightned, that the 
Reaſon in Man is the Devil, and not only a Devil, but a damn- 
ed Devil ; for it was the Spirit of Reaſon in Man that always 
blaſphemed and fought againſt God, and perſecuted and killed 
the Juſt and the Righteous, becauſe God would not accept of 
the Devil Reaſon's Worſhip, as he did of the juſt and in- 
nocent Worſhip of the Spirit of Faith: And as for that 
Saying of Paul, who defired to be delivered from unreaſonable 
Men, for all Men have not Faith ; I am of Paul's Mind in 
that, for I have had Experience in a Meaſure of the bad D:al- 
ings of unreaſonable Men, as Paul had; but I ſhall ſhew the 
Cauſe, and why Paul calls them unreaſonable Men, it was be- 
cauſe the rude Multitude, or ſome envious Men, upon the Re- 
port of other envious People, would beat and abuſe Paul with- 
out any Authority from the Rulers, or without the Command 

of ſome Officer, as is clear in the As, concerning Demetrius 
and the Goddeſs Diana: How were ſome of Paul's Friends 
beaten by unreaſonable Men, and Paul himſelf would have 
been ſerved ſo and worſe, had he not been reſcued by the 
Town- Clerk's Speech; which Speech of his ſhewed that the 
People did that which was not lawful by their Law, there- 
fore unreaſonable, and were in Danger to be called to account 
by the Judges of their Law, as Deputies and ſuch, and to be 
puniſhed as. Offenders of the Law, for their unreaſonable 
Practice, to beat and kill- Men uncondemned by the Law, 
as you may fee Ads xix. 18. and ſo in Ads xxiii; 5 | 
: : | ow 
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How Pau! had like to have been killed by unreaſonable 
Men, forty of them had bound themſelves in an Oath, nei- 
ther to eat nor drink till they had killed Paul; yet by the 
Power of the Centurion, who had a Commiſſion from the Ma- 
giſtrates to keep the Peace, would not ſuffer theſe Men to do 
ſjuch unreaſonable Deeds to kill a Man, and not condemned 
by the Law of Reaſon 3 for all Laws are made by the Reaſon 
of Man to govern People by. | 

So in other Places in the Alls, you may read how Paul was 
abuſed by unreaſonable Men, ſo that Paul had Cauſe, and all 
Saints elſe, to deſire to be delivered from unreaſonable Men; 
for all Men have not Faith; Paul knowing that thoſe Men 


that have Faith dares not perſecute Men for Conſciences, 


though he hath Reaſon ſo to do, much leſs to perſecute Men 
for Conſcience againſt Law and Reaſon, as the rude Multitude 
doth, and envious Men doth, having not Law of their Side, 
but are puniſhed as evil Doers by the Law of Reaſon, for do- 
ing Things contrary to the Law, therefore called unreaſonable 
And in this Senſe Paul deſired to be delivered from un- 
reaſonable Men, for he knew Men that had Faith in their 
Hearts would not perſecute nor abuſe him, nor kill him, 
though he ſhould give them Cauſe, This I myſelf knoweth 
by Experience to be true, for I have fallen ſometimes into the 
Hands of unreaſonable Men ; for I have been pulled out of 
the Houſe by Head and Shoulders, and beaten with their Fiſts, 
and knocked down in the Garden, and when they were 
afraid to do me more Miſchief in another Body's Houſe, they 
conſulted to lay in wait in all the Alleys to catch me as I came 
out, that they might do me ſome further Miſchief, and no- 
body know' who did it, They thought to break my Bones, 
if not kill me, but they were ſomewhat prevented, for we paſ- 
ſed through a Man's Garden a private Way; ſo that the Layers 
in wait could not catch us until we came in the Fields; but 
when they heard we were paſt the Corners of the Alleys, 
which were four, they run, and the Boys run to fee the Men 
run, that the Duſt and Gravel did fly about with the Sound 
of their Feet, to overtake us; ſo two of the Men of the moſt 
deſperateſt of them overtook us in the Fields, and they m_ 
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ſmote upon my Head and Neck with their Fiſts a while, and 
then run to 7obn Reeve, and ſtruck up his Feet, and he fell 
upon the Gravel, which made his Hands bleed ; fo he lay 
upon the Ground, and People came thick about us, to know 
what was the Matter ; but the Woman came in whoſe Houſe 
I was pulled out of, and ſhe knew theſe two Men that purſued 


us in the Fields, ſo they left off, and flank away, leſt ſhe n 


ſhould have had the Law of them for abuſing us in her 
Houſe : There was about a Hundred of them in her Houſe 
and Garden when they pulled me out, theſe were unreaſona- 
ble Men, ſuch as Paul met withal, which he deſired to be de- 
hvered from. Several times hath Joby Reeve and myſelf been 


in Danger to be abuſed and ſpoiled by unreaſonable Men, 


and it was upon the ſame Account as Paul was. 

For he was ſerved fo for declaring Jeſus Chriſt to be the Son 
of God, and that he was a Meſſenger to declare it; and we for 
declaring Chrift Jeſus to be the only God, and outſelves to 
be commiſſionated from him, to blefs the Seed of Faith, and 

curſe defpifing Spirits to Eternity. TROY 
So that Tam not unacquainted, nor ignorant of Pan's Words; 
for it hath been always my Deſire ever fince to be delivered from 
the ryde Multitade, who doth not go by the Law of Reafon, 
but doth act as Brute-Beaſts, who have no Reaſon in them, 


therefore called unteaſornble Men. This is a ttue Diſtinction 
and Interpretation what the Devil is, even the Spirit of Rea- 
ſor in Man, and how Reaſon always killed the juſt and 
righteous Seed of Faith, and what the Apoſtle meant when 


he defired to be delivered from urireafonable Men, and 'who 


= fard to be unreaſonable Men. Much more might be 


in this Point, but I ſuppoſe there is envogh written to 


fatisfy and inform any Man that hath true Light of Faith it 


him, or hath but moderare Reaſon. 


Only this may be minded ' the Reader, that the Scrlyp⸗- 
tures never lla diſtra&ed M2, nor Mad-mets, nor Fools, | 
nor diftempered brained Men are never called Devils, though 


theſe Men are poffeſt with Devils; that is, with Diſtempets 
of Nature; theſe are Devils that are produced thrs 
dents of Nature, through ſome exttaordinary 


or Loſſes, and ſuch like, hath * the Brain, and ſo — 
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Seat of Reaſon is quite out of Order, and makes them more 
ſtrong than when their Reaſon was in Order, and ſo come to be 
poſſeſt with Devils ; theſe Devils are produced by Accidents 
in Nature, as I ſaid before. | 
So not thoſe Devils the Scriptures ſpeak of: We never read 
that any Prophet, Apoſtle, or Chriſt himſelf did ever con- 
demn or judge ſuch Perſons, but rather pitied them, and 
healed them, and caſt thoſe Devils out, as may be read in 
Scripture z nay, the civil Magiſtrate doth not regard what a 
Mad-man faith, whoſe Reaſon is out of Order ; therefore it 
may be clear that the moſt wiſe, prudent Men, who have 
the greateſt Meaſure of Reaſon in them, are thoſe Devils the 
_ | Scriptures calls Devils, therefore more fit to be Politicians 
both in Church and State; neither could unwiſe Man in Rea- 
_ | ſon govern this World as it is at this Day. 
So that it may be clear to thoſe that are inlightned, that 
the Spirit of Reaſon in Man is the Devil that killed the Righte- 
ous and the Juſt, for Cain was a high Pitch of Reaſon when 
he killed righteous Abel, for Cain had the Fulneſs of the re- 
probate Angels Spirit of Reaſon, it dwelt in Cain bodily ; and 
Eſau had much Reaſon, and Judas, and that Devil that

Anſ. H ER E Fox hath diſcovered his allegorical Cheat, as 
I have made appear before; for, ſaith he, in the 


fourteenth Particular of this Book, the Quakers own the Son of 


God who was crucified, and laid in the Grave, and roſe again, 


and fits at the Right-hand of God, yet Fox ſaith, the Godbead- 
life did not die. Here Fox hath manifeſted his great Ignorance 
of Life that died; alſo he hath cut himſelf off from having 
any Part or Portion in the Death of Chriſt, for God an 

Chriſt is all one undividual, or undivided Eſſence, Perſon, and 
Subſtance ; ſo that when Chriſt died, God died ; and when- 
Chriſt's Blood, or Soul, was poured out unto Death, the Soul 
3 was poured out unto Death alſo, Chriſt being God 
and Man. 5 | 1 


For no Man can truly ſay Chriſt was God and Man, except 


he were God as well as Man; for if there be another God be- 
ſides Chriſt, or above Chriſt, then Chriſt is not God as well 
as Man, as People do vainly imagine. Now we read that 
Chriſt poured out his Soul unto Death, and will any dare to 
ſay that the Soul of Chriſt was not the Soul of God? It is 
high Blaſphemy to affirm the contrary; beſides, it cuts a Man 
off from all Benefit of the Death of Chriſt, for no Blood but 
the Blood of a God can _ Peace to the Soul of Man, 
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aot own that Chriſt's Soul died, neither as he was God, nor as 
he was Man. But this is opened more large concerning the 
Godhead-life dying, in the Interpretation of the whole Book of

than in this Treatiſe; yet George Fox calls them all Lies, and 
Darkneſs, and ſuch like, though what I have written in that 
Book is as true as any Writings of the Prophets or Apoſtles, 
and are of as great Authority, and will prove as true in the 
End as theirs. | 

But to give the Reader a little Light to ſee the groſs Dark- 
neſs of this Fox and his Subtilty : Fox brings the Words of 
Jobn, and faith, Chriſt was in the World, but the World knew 
him not, Mind ! Did I ever deny in alt my Writings that 
Chriſt never was in the World? J always in all my Wri- 
tings juſtified more than any Man living, that Chriſt the only 
was in this World in the State of Mortality, which the 
Apoſtles did Witneſs unto ; therefore it is that Jobs faith, 
Chriſt was in the World, but the World knew bim not, which 


doth imply that Chriſt was not in the World in his Perſon at 


that Time when Jobn writ thoſe Words; if he had, Jobs 
would have ſaid, Chriſt is now in the World, but the World 


knows: him not.

Perſon, but the wicked World put him to Death, becauſe they 
knew him not; but he is not in the World now, for he is al. 
cended : For John knew if Chriſt had been in the World in 
his Perſon at that Time, they would have done unto him as 
they did before; and becauſe Chriſt was not in the World in 
his Perſon in the Apoltles Time, therefore the World perſe- 
cuted them, and put them to Death for witneſſing that Chriſt 
was in the World, and they with wicked Hands had ſlain the 
Lord of Life, even Chriſt Jeſus, the only God, the King of 
Heaven. | | : | | | 

So that 7obn and I am both of one Mind, and of one Faith, 

that though Chriſt, the only God and King of Heaven, wasin 
this. World before he ſuffered Death, this John the Apoſtle and 
I both do believe and know; but ſince Chriſt roſe from the 
Dead, and aſcended up to Heaven, Jobn and I do believe and 
know, that Chriſt, the only God and King of Heaven, is not in 
this World at all in his Perſon and Eſſence, yet Fox calls this 
Lies : But the Reader may ſee, if he hath any Light, who it

Alſo he faith, The true Prophet ſaith, God, the King of Heaven 
Fills Heaven and Earth; but, ſaith he, the falſe Prophet ſaith, 
Cod the King of Heaven is not in this World at all, 

It is a ſmall Thing to be called a falſe Prophet by the Seed of 
the Serpent, - eſpecially by a damned Devil; for I know Fox 
would have ſaid ſo by thoſe Prophets he calls true, had he 
lived in that Time, and this Jobn and Chriſt he ſo much talks 
of, would have been counted all falſe : A falſe Chriſt, a falſe 
Witneſs, what will any Quaker believe that be a Chriſt, a 
Saviour, that comes in Likeneſs of Man, nay, is a Man, Sin ex- 
cepted ? No, no, we will have a Chriſt that is a Spirit, that 
- may creep into our Spirits when he will, and whip out again 
when we commit Sin, and diſpleaſe his Spirit, ſuch a Chriſt 
we own, that hath never a Body of his own, but is all Spirit, 
that fills every Quaker's Body with his Spirit, and Heaven and 


Earth 
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Earth alſo. What, will you perſwade us to believe that Chriſt 
is a Man, Chriſt is God, and admits of no Form, ſo thou John 
art a falſe Witneſs, to perſuade us to believe in a Man to be 
Chriſt, or God the Saviour of the World ; this I know would 
Fox and the reſt of the Quakers have ſaid, by thoſe he calls now 
true Prophets, they being dead, and by Chriſt and the Apoſtles, 
as he doth by me. g | 

For when they were alive on Earth as I am now, they were 
counted by the Seed of the Serpent, ſuch as Fox is, Blaſphe- 
mers, Deceivers, Liars, and ſuch like; but now who ſo zea- 
lous for the dead Letter of the Prophets, and Apoſtles; as the 
Seed of the Serpent are; but when they were alive, they were 
hated and perſecuted for ſpeaking that which the Seed of the 
Serpent doth now honour ; ſo is it with me now I am alive, I 
am hated and perſecuted by the Seed of the Serpent, as well by 
Quakers as others, for my Doctrine and Commiſſion now while 
Jam alive; but when I am dead, many of the Seed of the 
Serpent in the next Generation ſhall have reſpe& unto my Wri- 
tings, and ſhall fay, had we lived in thoſe Days that Fox and 
other Quakers lived in, we would never have blaſphemed and 
ſpoken Evil of fo pure a Truth as Fox the Quaker hath done, 
to incur eternal Damnation upon our own Heads, as Fox the 
Quaker their Father hath done: Theſe Things will come to 
paſs, as it hath done in the other two Commiſſions, namely, 
the Law and the Goſpel.

ER E Fox hath ſhewed his allegorical Juggle, who 

dares not deny the Perfon of Chriſt without them, not 
in plain Terms, becauſe the Scriptures are ſo full to prove 
Chriſt a Perſon, and it is the Faith of all Chriſtendom, as we 
call it; but any Man that hath any true Light in him, may 
ſee that Fox is a meer Juggler, to deceive the Simple and Igno- 
rant, whoſe Doctrine es the People more dark in their 
Minds, than they were by Nature. 

For, faith Fox, we Quakers own the Perſon of Chriſt with- 
out us, who is manifeft within us. There is ſuch a great Stir 
with God's Meſſengers to part Chriſt's Perſon or Body from 
the Quakers, and their Bodies from him, that Chriſt's Body 
might ſtand ſingle of itſelf, and the Quakers Bodies might 
ſtand: fingle of themſelves, at a Diſtance from Chriſt's Body; 
but the Quakers will either get into Chriſt's Body, or elſe 
Chriſt muſt get into. the Quakers Bodies, ſo that no Man can 
tell how to part them ane from another; but I know Death will 
part them: And Chriſt will ſay to. Fox and other Quakers, 
Depart from me you workers of Iniquity; you pretended that 
you were my Saints, and that I was in you, and you in me, 
but I know you not; neither did I ſend you to preach, for 1 
never was in you by my Spirit to aſſiſt you in your preaching ; 

ou ſhould have let preaching and praying in my Name alone, 
Er vou have done more Hurt than Good, in that your Doctrine 
Bath blinded the Eyes of many People, and have led them as 
Sheep to the ter, and hath canſed many to ſuffer ex- 
tremely in this Life, even to the Loſs of their natural Life, be- 
fides the Puniſhment: hereafter, | 

For you ſhould have hearkened to my choſen Witneſſes and 
Prophets, who can declare the true Chriſt, God and Man, in 
one ſingle Perſon, in the Form of a Man, with the right Devil, 
his Form and Nature; but your Non-knowledge of the right 
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Devil is the Cauſe of your groſs Darkneſs in the Knowledge 
of the true Chriſt, 
What are you Quakers the better for your Chriſt within 
you ? He yields you no true Peace : And what are you the bet- 
ter for being in Chriſt ? For the true Chriſt denics you, and 1 
will not be in you by his Spirit, neither will he ſuffer you to Ii 
be in him, becauſe you and a great Part of you Quakers are of | | 
the reprobate Seed, which have no Part nor Portion in the 
true Chriſt ; for you are, and the Quakers People, but the Devil 
transformed into the Likeneſs of an Angel of Light, becauſe you | | i 
are ſomething more preciſe in your Life as to outward Aps {4 
pearance, but your Preciſeneſs is very much broken and wi- ' 
thered of late Years ; your Darkneſs and Ignorance is diſco- 
vered by the Light of this Commiſſion of x 4 Spirit z for you | | 
are not like the People you were formerly, neither doth y _— 
Wichcraft- fits catch any now as it did heretofare. Your = 
Witchchraft-fits can hardly be produced now of late not in 1 
any. I marvel how you Quakers can have Chriſt's Perſon ma- 17 
nifeſt in you, and how you can ſpeak in his Perſnn ! 
Leet the Reader mind the Quakers Cheat they own Chriſt's 
Perſon without them, yet this Perſon of Chrift without them 
is manifeſt within them, See the Deceit of this Fox I have 
read of Chriſt manifeſt in his Saints and Apoſtles, by his Spi- 
rit or Seed of Faith, but I never read that Chriſt's Perſon, 
Fleſh and Bone, was ever manifeſt within any Man, that was . 
always without Man, and will be without Man for ever, di- 
ſtinct of himſelf, | ; 
_ Alſo Fox faith, the Quakers ſpeak in Chriff's Perſon. Here is 
another allegorical Speech without any Diſtinction. I have heard 
that an Ambaſſador hath repreſented the Perſon of a King, 
and his Speech, by Vertue of a Commiſſion from the King, is in 
the King's Stead z but the Ambaſſador is not in the King's Per- 
ſan, though he repreſents the King's Perſon ; the King's Perſon ©

80 it is with Chriſt's Ambaſſadors, as Paul ſaith, Ve are 
Ambaſſadors in Chriſt s Stead, beſeeching you to be reconciled unto 
Cbriſt by our Dofirine. , Now Paul's Perſon and Chriſt's Per- 
ſon were at @ great Diſtance one from the other; for Chriſt's 
Perſon was in Heaven e tho Stats, and Paul's Perſon was

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here upon Earth; ſo that Paul did not ſpeak in the Perſon of 
Chriſt, that being at ſuch a Diſtance, as I ſaid before; but Paul 
and the Reſt from the Apoſtles, by Vertue of their Commiſſion 
given from Chriſt, were Ambaſſadors of him, and ſo ſtood in 
-Chriſt's Stead ; but Chriſt's Perſon was far enough off from them, 
as a King's Perſon is far off when his Ambaſſador is in a ſtrange 
Land, who repreſents the King's Perſon, as aforeſaid. 

But the Quakers they will get into Chriſt's Perſon, and 
ſpeak there, or elſe they will get Chriſt's Perſon into them, and 
150 Chriſt muſt ſpeak there in their Perſons; ſo, as J ſaid before, 
the Quakers will not be ſeparated from Chriſt, nor ſuffer him 
to ſeparate himſelf from them, though I know they never 
were in Union together, neither was Chriſt ever in them that! 

n have damned, nor never will be ; neither were they ever in 
Chriſt, nor never ſhall be. 

Neither doth Fox own indeed that Perſon of Chriſt of Fleſh 
and Bone that died at Feruſalem, to be now living in Heaven 
above the Stars, but Fox and the Quakers Chriſt they fo much 
talk of, is a meer Allegory without Subſtance, a Chriſt that 
may be blown away with the Word of a true Prophet's Mouth, 
as I ſaid in The Neck of the Quakers broken. 

Alſo Fox ſaith, Solomon*s Books are good Scripture, though l

Here I perceive that Fox and the Quakers are got into So- 
lomon's Spirit, juſt as they did get into Chriſt's Perſon. I ſee 
Fox can get into Spirits as he doth into Perſons ; but I perceive 
Fox is got into Solomon's Spirit, and he blames me becauſe J 

am not in. Solomon's Spirit. I do ſeriouſly .confeſs that I am 
not in Solomon's Spirit, And I am glad I never was in his 
Spirit; for whoever is in Solomon's Spirit, doth not know the 
true God, nor the right Devil ; for Solomon knew neither of 
them, though he was a wiſe Man in Things of Nature, but 
8 of ſpiritual and heavenly.

And now they being turned Quakers, are fallen to heathen

dileſs Spirit taketh all Things into itſelf, and ſo their Spirits 
being immortal, they go into God when they die ; rhey will 
not acknowledge that Life or Soul doth die, but departs out 
of the Body, they know not where, notwithſtanding the Scrip- 
tures are ſo full to prove the Soul that fins ſhall die, and Ex- 
perience ſhews it doth die. | 

So that the Quakers are become the greateſt ſpiritual Ido- 
laters of any, and the greateſt Fighters againſt a perſonal God 
of any; for as Solomon did fall to worſhip the heathen Wo- 
mens viſible Images, or Idols, ſo do the Quakers worſhip in- | 
viſible Idols, as a Spirit without a Body; and that their own 
Spirits may ſubſift without Bodies, and that Spirits may þe 
capable of Happineſs or - Miſery without Bodies, .this is the 
heathen Philoſophers Opinion, they brought into the World 
that Principle of the Immertality of the Soul, and that Spirits 
might go to Happineſs or Miſery without Bodies. - ; 

And the Quakers hath n 
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therefore betorrie Heathen Idolaters, as Solomon was; for the 
Scriptures declares another Thing. Where doth the Scriptures 
ſay that God is an infinite Spirit without a Body? The Scrip- 
ture ſaith, God is infinite, and ſo he is; alſo. the Scripture 
ſaith, God is a Spirit, and will be worſhipped in Spirit and 
Truth: But it is not ſaid, God is a __ without a Body; 
for this I ſay, that if a Man may worſhip God in Spirit and 
Truth in this natural Body, as the Diſciples of Chriſt did in 
their natural Bodies, and as I myſelf do in my natural Body, 

then of Neceſſity it will follow that God hath a ſpiritual Body, 
whereby I may worſhip him; elſe I ſhall worſhip I know not 
what, as you Quakers do. 

And becauſe God's Body is a ſpiritual Body, therefore 
Chriſt ſaid, when on Earth, God is à Spirit, and will be wor- 
ſhipped in Spirit and Truth ; he knowing that Body of his, that

2 5 HES E are the moſt conſiderable Things for the Reader 
to take Notice of in George Fox his Book, ſo that the 
Reader may mind the Anſwer and the Interpretation I have 
given to thoſe Scriptures which Fox the Quaker brings againſt 
me; but he leaves the Words of the Scriptures more dark to the 
Reader than they were in themſelves, but I have given the In- 
pov one of thoſe Scripture Words which Fox could not do, 
and what I have written in this Treatife is for the moſt Part 
left out in The Neck of the Quakers broken, becaufe in that Book, 
all theſe Things in which Fox doth rail and revile at me in, as 
he calls it, An Anſwer to the Neck of the Quakers broken, but 
that Book of mine doth explain the Quakers Principle more 
plain and clear than this Treatiſe doth; for he that would have 
read that Book and Fox his Anfwer to it, would have ſeen all 
thoſe Things which Fox doth alledge againſt me, more fully 
anſwered than he or any other Quaker could have queſtioned; 
ſo that had it not been for the Sake of others, and for the Ages 
to come, there need not. have been any further Diſcoveries of 
the Antichriſtian Spirit of the Quakers concerning their Chriſt 
within them, but that Book : As alſo, there is ſome Things in 
this Treatiſe for the Information of the Reader, which was 
never printed before. 3 

There is many other Sayings in Fox his Pamphlet which doth 
rail and revile, both againſt my Commiſſion of the Spirit, and 
that Sentence I have paſſed upon many of the Quakers People: 
As firſt, Fox ſaith, He believes that my Sentence will return back 
upon myſelf, as in Pag. 6. 2. Fox ſaith, That thoſe F have curſed 
are clear over my Spirit, as in Pag.

Aud 
doth not John ſay, No Man was found worthy to open the Buok 
but the Lion of the Tribe of Judah, and was not Cbriſt anointed 
to preach? as in Pag.

Anſ. H E RE Fox ſheweth plainly that the Quakers Light 
| of Chrift within them is nothing elſe but the Law 
Written in their Hearts, their Thoughts accuſing and excuſing, 
as the Heathen have, the Apoſtle ſpeaks of, and no divine 
Faith of Chriſt at all, Mind ! the Scripture ſaith, By Faith 
ve know the World was made, and by Faith Abraham offered 
up his Son Iſaac, and Faith is the Evidence of Things not ſeen ; 
and the Apoſtles preached the Word of Faith, and this I ſay, 
no heavenly, ſpiritual, or divine Light can be truly under- 
ſtood but by Faith, : 
And this I ſay further, that the Letter of the Scriptures 
were ſpoken by the Word of Faith, and by faithful Men ; for 
there is no Writings under Heaven that are the Ground of Faith, 
nor doth give Satisfaction to the Mind of Man, as to his 
eternal Salvation, as the Letter of the Scripture doth, if un- 
derſtood and believed by Man. How could Man have known 
the Creation of: the World, and how Gad to Noab 
before and after the Flood? Or whether there were any Flood 
or no, but by Faith? Or how can any Man know that God 
appeared ta Abnabam, Jſaaa, and Jacob, and gave them to pro- 
pheſy fo many hundred Years before of Gad becoming Fleſh, 
and that he ſhoujc ſave Men from Sin by his Death, even 
as many as ſheuld beheve in his: Name, with great and mighty 
_Fhings that hach been done by the Power of Faith, which the 
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Letter of the Scriptures doth relate, which no Man could com- 
hend nor know, but thoſe that have Faith in the Letter 
of the Scriptures ; yet Fox the Quaker he could have ſpoken 
in the Power and Spirit of the divine Light of Chriſt, though 
the Quakers had never ſcen Letter of Scripture not Man. 
Here the Reader may plainly ſee that the Quakers Chrift 
within them, is no other but the Law written in their Hearts, 
as the Heathen had as aforeſaid z their Thoughts accuſing and 
excuſing, this is that Chriſt within them they ſo much talk of, 
and this is that Power and Spirit, atid divine Light of Chriſt, 
the Quakers could have ſpoken in, had they never ſeen Letter 
of Scripture, nor Man; this is the ſame the Heathen had in 
them, and this I ſay had the Quakers never ſeen Letter of 
Scripture, nor Man that profeſſed the Letter of the Scrip- 
ture, I ſay the Quakers would have talked nor ſpoxe no more 
of a Chriſt within them, than curſed Cain and his Poſterity 
did, or the old World that was drowned, or Sodom. | 
Theſe wicked People never ſaw no Letter of Scripture, 
nor Man, that had Faith, not as they knew, yet they had 
the fame Chriſt within them as the Quakers have by the 
Law written in their Hearts, and might have ſpoken m the 
Power and Spirit of the divine Light of Chrift as the Qua- 
kers do, had they ſeen the Letter of the Scripture and Men 
that believes them, as the Quakers do. So that it may be 
clear to thoſe that have the true Light of Faith, and of 
the Interpretation of the Letter of the Scripture, that the 
41 Principle of the Light of Chriſt within them, is no 
other but the Light of the Law written in their Hearts, as the 
Heathen had before any Scriptures were written, and by this 
Law are they judged in themſelves; and this is their Chriſt with - 
in them, and this. is that Power and- Spirit, and diyine Light 
of Chriſt they could have ſpoken in, had they never ſeen 
Letter of Scripture, nor Man that profeſſeth Scripture; and 
that they do ſpeak now they have ſeen Letter of Serip- 
ture, and Men that profeſs it, and believe it, I ſay is the 
very ſame. ; for the Quakers have no more Faith in the true 
Chriſt, than if they had never ſeen Letter of Scripture, nor

Anf. D you Fox ever ſee any Man condemned to die, 
either natural Death, or eternal Death, by a ſpiritual 

Man without a Body ? Are not all Men condemned, both na- 
tural and ſpiritual, by mortal Men like themſelves? Was not 
Moſes a mortal Man? Did not he condemn and judge many to 
dic ? He ſaid but the Word, and-it was done : And did not 
Eliab call for Fire from Heaven, and deftroy two Captains 
and their Fifties? With many other ſtrange Things he did, 
whereby many were judged by him and killed, yet he was 
but a mortal Man, and ſubje& to Infirmity, as mortal Men 
4s , : ; 2 arc, 
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are, as the Scripture ſaith. Again, was not Peter a mortal 
Man, and was put to Death himſelf, yet he judged Ananias 
and Saphire his Wife to Death, yet a mortal Man; ſo is it 
with every true Prophet and Meſſenger of Chriſt, he hath 
Power to ſet Life and Death before Men, and Power to judge 
and condemn thoſe that rebel againſt his Commiſſion, and to 
juſtify thoſe that yield Obedience unto itz yet all God's 
Meſſengers, they were mortal Men ; now theſe mortal Men 
had great Power, being commiſſionated of God, and they all 
ated according to the Tenor of their Commiſſion, and ſome 
of them deſtroyed Life preſently. 5 

And I .am ſure if you Fox had lived in Moſes's Time, you 
would have been conſumed by him in the Gainſaying of 
Corab, for you would have rebelled againſt Moſes and Aaron, 
as you do now againſt John Reeve and me: But becauſe my 
Commiſſion is not to conſume you immediately by a natural 
Deſtruction, you proudly vaunt yourſelf againſt the Com- 
miſſion of the Spirit, thinking you, and your Chriſt within 
you, ſhall be able to encounter with me and my Chriſt without 
me: But I muſt judge according to my Commiſſion of the 
Spirit, and not as Moſes and the Apoſtles did, to deſtroy the 
natural Life immediately; but our Commiſſion is with relation 
to the ſpiritual Eſtate of Men and Women after Death, and 
accordingly we judge, yet but mortal Men, and muſt die our- 
ſelves. This Power hath God given unto me, and by Vertue of 
this, am I made Judge of the Quakers ſpiritual and eternal 
Eſtate, what will become of many of you after Death. 

And as for that Saying, The ſpiritual Man judgeth all 
Things, this is to be minded, that every true Meſſenger and 
Miniſter of Chriſt may be called a ſpiritual Man, and he is ſo, 
becauſe he teacheth ſuch Doctrine that doth comfort the Spirits 
of ſome, and torment the Spirits of others, in that it divides 
between the Joints and the Marrow: Alſo thoſe that truly 
believe, may be called ſpiritual Men, and can judge the Spirits 
of Unbelievers, becauſe they know by Faith in the Doctrine of 
the true God, that others, that have not the ſame Faith, cannor 
have that Peace as they have; for they know by Experience 
in themſelves, when they were Unbelievers, they were without - 
God in the World, and fo were not able to judge who were 
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happy, and who were not; but being juſtified by Faith in the 
true God, they have Peace with God, and ſo can diſcern and 
judge the Spirits of others, by what they were themſclves, who 
were ſome Time in Darknefs, but now in the Light of Hea- 
ven; and whoever hath this true Faith in the Doctrine of the 


true God, may be ſaid ro be a ſpiritual Man, and able to 
judge all Things that is naught in himſelf, and all the Unbe- 


liet- and Deſpiſings of others. | 
And ſo he judgeth all Things by his Faith in the true God, 
and in the Meſſenger God hath ſent, yet Miniſter and People 
are but mortal Men, and muſt die, yet called by the Seed of 
Faith ihe ſpiritual Man that judgeth all Things, and is judged of 
no Man. 5 
Therefore you Fox ſhall never have any ſpiritual Man to 


judge you to eternal Damnation, but me, that am but a mortal 
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Man; neither ſhall you ſee any other God or Judge ; but that 


Sentence that I have. given upon you in this Life, do you 
ſee if you can get over it. |

O this I do confeſs, that thoſe Magiſtrates that perſe- 
cuted me in Darbyſtire, and did. impriſon me in 
Darby Gaol, they were reaſonable Men, and no Unreaſo- 
nableneſs was found in them; for unreaſonable Men are not 
fic to de Mayors, Aldermen, and Conſtables. of Corporation- 
Towns. And did you ever know unreaſonable, or diſtracted 
Men, to be Miniſters of a Pariſh? Nay, they were all rea- 
ſonable Men that were my Enemies, and their Reaſon —— 
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have led them to have puniſhed me with a greater corporal 
Puniſhment than Impriſoment, if the Law could have done it. 
Nay, becauſe they were reaſonable Men, they could not go 
beyond their own Law; for their Malice would have reached 
unto Death, had the Law of the Land reached unto it. 
And that would have pleaſed you Quakers very well, for 


I know ſome at that Time were ſorry I eſcaped ſo well, and 


ſo ſoon out of Priſon: And I find by the Writings of Richard 
Farneſworth, and yours alſo, that you are ſorry in your Hearts 
that I eſcaped without any further Puniſhment, as whipping, 
and the like; and this I ſay further, had Reaſon the Devil 
acted in the Magiſtrates and the Prieſt, ſo far in Puniſhment up- 
on me, as would have ſatisfied the Deſire of you Quakers, and 
their own” Malice, yet it had been but Reaſon the Devil ſtill, 


and-it would have been but the Malice of the Devil executed, 


and the Deſire of the Devil ſatisfied. © | 
So that I do juſtifiy that my Perſecutors were reaſonable 
Men, and did nothing unto me but what Reaſon the Devil led 
them untoz and I do expect no other Favour from reaſonable 
Men, than what their Law will bear them out in: But this I 
muſt tell you, that when reaſonable Men do judge rightly be- 
tween Man and Man, in Things temporal, this is highly 
eſteemed of by me, and warrantable in the Sight of God; 
but for reaſonable Men to meddle with the Conſciences of 
Men that breaketh no temporal Law, this is altogether con- 
demned by me, and of God alſo. But Farneſworth and Fox 
the Quakers reviles againſt me, becauſe I fled away from the 
Devil's Malice. Indeed the firſt Time I was in Darbyſbire I 
did go to Bactwel, but I did not know there was any Await 
laid for me till afterward; But however, I ſhouid have been 
glad if | could have fled away from the DeviPs Malice this 
ſecond Time alſo ; but J have opened this more large in The 
Neck of the Quakers. broken. el, | 
And as for thoſe Magiſtrates Devils that perſecuted me, I 
knew it was Reaſon the Devil in them: Alſo I knew they were 
urged on by the Prieſt of the Pariſh, for the Prieſt did ride 
upon the Mayor's Spirit, he being but low in Reafon, and ig- 
norant of the Law of Reaſon, therefore it was that I paſſed the 
Sentence of eternal Damnation upon none of my r 
R . 5 that 
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that Matter, but upon the Prieſt only. His Name is John Cupp, 
I have named him here, becauſe he is bound in that Bundle of 


Prophet; but glad would they have been if they could have catcht 
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Tares amongſt the damned Sort; ſo that the Age to come 
may ſee him recorded amongſt the Damned, as Cain and Ju- 
das are in the Scriptures, by good and righteous Men. 


But I ſee by the Writings of you Quakers, that your Hearts 
are ſorry, that the Powers of the Nation doth not puniſh me 


more; yet this I ſhall tell you, that I have more Enemies 
againſt me than any Quakers whatſoever ; for you Quakers 
need ſuffer nothing by the Powers of the Nation for your 
Doctrine, for they and you are all one in that: But you, out of 
a voluntary Will, will worſhip and ſacrifice yourſelves in Meet- 
ings, contrary to the Law made by the Powers of the Na- 
tion, when as you have no Authority from God for any ſuch 
Practice, you having no true Miniſtry no more than the Na- 
tion; ſo you bring Perſecution upon your own Heads through 
a voluntary, groundleſs Suffering for Chriſt, when as Chriſt 
owns not your Meetings, nor the Powers of the Nation owns 
them not. | | 

Why ſhould you ſuffer ſo much for a Lie ? I know you will 


take me for your Enemy to ſpeak thus; yet this I ſay, 1 always 
loved the Perſecuted, better than I did the Perſecutor ; for 
though Men ſuffer for a Lie, yet I thought it was in the Inno- 


cency of the Mind, and I always had Compaſſion upon the 
Afflicted for Conſcience-ſake, as I have known ſome that have 
loſt their Lives for Conſcience-ſake, which I have been ſorry 


for, though I know they ſuffered for a meer Lie, as all you 


Quakers do; for there is none of you doth ſuffer for Truth, 
yet I ſay whoever doth perſecute you for Conſcience in meet- 
ing and worſhipping an unknown God, as you Quakers do, yet 
I Thy thoſe Men that do perſecute you willingly, they will be 


every Man of them damned to Eternity; for that which know- 


eth the true God, and the true Worſhip, will never perſecute 
any. | 


Men have perſecuted me only for going upon the Account of a 


Though we know their Worſhip to be falſe, but Men that 
are falſe Worſhippers themſelves, will perſecute both the falſe 
Worſhippers and the true; this I do know by Experience, in that 
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me under any Law the Powers of the Nation had m ade, but 
they could not; therefore the Judge ſaid to my Accu ſers, that 
Bill of Accufation it did not belong to the Law, fo the Judge 
could not determine no Sentence upon me; likewiſe the Judg 
cleared me himſelf in his own Chamber, likewife I juſtified 
the ſame Things I was accuſed of to the Judge's Face, The 
Judge was hot at firft, he not knowing I was the Man, faid 
to my Friend that was with me, it was not fit ſuch a Man as I 
ſhould live. With that I afked the Judge why he ſaid fo? Do 
not you read in the Writing what you are accuſed of? I faid, I 
read what I am accuſed of, but what is it ſay you, that I am 
not fit to live? Why, faith the Judge, are you the Man? I 
faid yes. So the Judge took the Paper out of my Hand, and 
read the Articles of my Accuſation. What fay you to this, 
faith he? So one by one he aſked me: So I anſwered him to 
every one diſtinct of itfelf ; ſo when the Judge had heard my 
Anſwer, he faid it was well, and freed me from going to 
Darby Gaol any more. 3 | 

But this is that I would have the Reader mind, that if I had 
been taken in a Meeting, as the Quakers are, then the Judge 
would have had the Law on his Side; and all other Things 
was accuſed of, as Blaſphemy, and how I had Power to damn 
and to ſave, and that I was one of the two Witneſſes ſpoken 
of in the Revelation, and that their TN the Scriptures 
now they were damn'd by me, would do them no good ; 
theſe, with ſuch like Things, were given in againſt me; I ſay 
all Things would have been ſwallowed up in one Meeting, and 
the Judge would have took up that Law, and would have 
given Judgment and Sentence upon me, as he did to Baptiſts 
= Quakers in my Sight, only for meeting contrary to the 


Therefore if you Quakers would forbear meeting, you need 
not ſuffer for your Faith at all; and if you would he ruled by 
me, or take my Advice not to meet at all, for F am forry 
that many innocent harmleſs People ſhould waſte their Eſtates, 
ſuffer Impriſonment, and impoveriſh their Health, and ſuffer 
Baniſhment, and ſo bring their Lives to an End before their, 
Time, for that which is not Truths - 28 
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For you do but imitate other Men's Commiſſion and Practice, 
ſo that you are traditional People, as all other Churches are; for 
if you do not meet contrary to the Law, you need not ſuffer 
the Loſs of a Groat for your Faith, nor your Chrift within 
you; for the Powers of the Nation are of your Mind as to 
your Doctrine; the Pope will agree with you as to that, but 
all the Strife amongſt you is about Diſcipline, this I am very 
{ſenſible of. Es 8 
Therefore I never rejoiced, nor deſired the Sufferings of 
the Quakers for their Meetings, though I knew they ſuffered 
” fora Lie, yet I always pitied them when they were _——_ 
and baniſhed for meeting, though I know they rejoiced at my 
Impriſoament, and were ſorry there was not worſe Puniſhment 
inflicted upon me; the Truth of this is clear by the Writings 
of Richard Farneſworth and George Fox, and other Quakers 
that I know, who juſtified the Magiſtrates in what they did 
unto me, and thinks the Magiſtrates might have puniſhed me 
worſe if they would; but I know they would not have ſpared 
me ſo much as they do the Quaker, had they had the Law on 
their Side as they have againſt the Quakers. But no more of 
that here. 1 P!

Au. LI ERE the Reader may ſee the Ignorance of Fox the 

Quaker, and all the reſt of them, of the true Meaning 
of the Scriptures 3 alſo I ſhall make it appear to thoſe that 
| have any true Light in them, that the Interpretation of Scrip- 
ture doth not belong unto Chriſt now, nor. never 2 fr : 
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belongs only unto ſuch Men as he ſends, and hath given-them 
the Gift, as thus. 

Firſt, Moſes was a Man, and did not he interpret unto his 
Brethren, the 1/raelites in Egypt, the Sayings of God unto him 
concerning their Deliverance out of that Bondage ? Did not 
Moſes and Aaron interpret, and ſhew Signs and Wonders in 
Egypt, of thoſe Things God had revealed and made known un- 
to them ? Was not theſe Men that did this ? : 

2, Was not Joſeph a Man, that did interpret his own 
Dreams, and the Dreams of Pharaoh's Butler and Baker, and 
Pharaoh's own Dream? Will you, Fox, ſay it was God that 
did interpret Pharaoh's Dream? Was it not Jo/eph, a Man 
like himſelf, therefore promoted to great Honour, 

3. Was not Daniel a Man, that did interpret the King of 
Babylon's Dreams ? Did God interpret the King's Dreams, or 
Daniel, that was a Man ? Did not thoſe Kings of Babylon pro- 
mote Daniel to Honour, in that the Spirit of the Holy Ghoſt 
had given a Man ſuch Wiſdom and Underſtanding to interpret 
Dreams, Viſions, and hard Sentences ?, All this was done by a 
mortal Man, and not by God himſelf. 

4. Was not the Prophets mortal Men, and not God? Yet 
they did interpret to the Kings of Irael and Judab, the Council 
of the God of Jyael what he would do if they would not forſake 
their Idolatry, and turn unto the Worſhip of the Law of Moſes, 
be would make them deſolate ? Yet theſe 2 were but 
Men, and not God. Though Eliab did call for Fire from Hea- 
ven, and deſtroyed two Captains and their Fifties, and Fire to 
burn up the Sacrifice in the Sight of the People, and deſtroyed 
four hundred of Baal's Prieſts, and ſhut the Heavens that it rained 
not, yet he was but a Man; it was not God himſelf that the Kin 
would, or did ſeek after to kill him, it was a Man like himſelf- 


Alſo Feremiah, when he unfolded and interpreted the Council 


of God, that other Prophets had foretold of, concerning the De- 
ſtruction of Feruſalem to Zedekiab, Was it God himſelf that did 
interpret it to the King, or was it Jeremiah, a mortal man, or no? 
So all the Prophets little or much, gave Interpretations of 
the Council of God concerning Jeruſalem, they were all but 
Men. And were not the People of the Fews bound to believe 


thoſe Men whom God ſent, * God would come himſelf? 
| * 


Why 
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Why then doth the Prophet 7/aiab fay, Fho bath believed our 
Report? Or to whom is the Arm of the Lord revealed? Hig 
Meaning is this, whoſoever doth believe we that are Prophets 
ſent of God: Believe but our Report, and you ſhall know 
the true God, the God of Iſrael, and the Strength of his 
Arm, to fave and deliver you from your Sins : But except 
ye believe our Report, who are Men like yourſelves, the Arm 
of God's ſaving Health will never be revealed unto you, for 
God will not do it by himſelf, but by us his Meſſengers, who 
are Men, will his Arm of Salvation be revealed unto, if you 
believe our Report. 

5. Was not Philip a Man that did interpret that Saying in 
Jſaiah the Prophet, which the Eunuch read, As viii. 32. He 
was led as a Sheep to the Slaughter, and like a Lamb dumb be- 
fore the Shearer, ſo opened he not his Mouth. Here Philip ran 
to the Chariot, and aſked the Eunuch, Underſtandeſt thou what 

| Fhou readeſt? As Verſe 30. Mark. Said the'Eunuch, How can 
J, except ſome Man guide me Here you may ſee that the Eu- 
nuch did not expect that God himſelf ſhould interpret Scrip- 
ture unto him: But, faith he, how ſhall I know the Interpre- 
tation of Sctipture, except ſome Man guide me? That is, 
except ſome Man interpret it to me, as the Words doth im- 
ply 3 for Philip opened thofe Sayings unto him, which made 
the Eunuch to underſtand, and'believe, 'and be baptized. 
Now will you Fox ſay that Chriſt himfelf did interpret 
this Scripture to the Eunuch, or did it belong to a mortal 
Man? I thimk you will not be ſo groſly ignorant, to fay that 
Chriſt himſelf went into the Eunuch's Chariot, and interpreted 
thoſe Scriptures to him; ſurèly if the Interpretation of Scrip- 
ture had belonged only unto Chriſt, and not unto Man, 2s 
Fox doth aſſert, then Chriſt muſt have come from Heaven, 
and have went into the Chariot in Philip's Read, becauſe Philip 
was a Man, and Interpretation of Scripture doth not belong 
to Man, as. Fox the Quaker faith. | Hs 
May not any Man that hath but the Läght of Senfe and 
Reaſon in his Under ſtanding, ſee the groſs Darkneſs of 
"theſe Quakers, wich pretends to be in the cleareſt Light of 
All the ſeven Churches, but, to my Knowledge, the darkeft of 
all, in Point of Doctrme. | 3 
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And as for that Saying of Scripture, Ve ſhall be all taught of 
God, it is not meant that God will teach every particular Man 
and Woman himſelf. Do you Fox believe ſo ? Why then do 
you prattle to the People when you meet, as if you would 
interpret the Meaning of Scripture, and teach the People the 
Knowledge of Chriſt; for you are but a Man? Why do not 
you let Chriſt teach the People himſelf, ſecing you will have all 
taught of God, and allow no Man to interpret Scripture, nor 
teach the People? For if you ſay Chriſt doth interpret Scrip- 
ture, and not Muggleton, becauſe Muggleton is a Man, and the 
Interpretation of Scripture you ſay belongs to Chriſt, and not 
to Muggleton, for Muggleton is but a Man; ſo Quakers are all 
taught of God, and not by Man. 

I marvel why there is ſo many Men- teachers amongſt the 
Quakers, ſeeing teaching Knowledge .of heavenly Things, 
and the Interpretation of Scripture, belongeth to God and 
Chriſt, and not to Man ! If I were of your Faith, I would 
give over teaching and talking of the Scriptures, ;and leave it 
to God and Chriſt, to whom it doth belong, and it would be well 
for you Speakers of the Quakers, if you had done ſo before you 
took upon you to preach Chriſt within you; you have under- 
took to teach that which you ſay God will do, and to interpret 
Scripture, :which you ſay doth belong unto Chriſt. 

But I fee all. thoſe People that will be taught of God, and 
have the Scriptures interpreted unto them by Gift bile 
and will not receive the Interpretation from Man, I fay tho 
People are more ignorant and dark in their Minds, than thoſ 
that are taught by. Man. 8 IR EX 

And I am ſure the Quaker's People would have known 
more Truth if they had been taught by. Man that hath a Com- 
miſſion from God, as Reeve and Muggleton hath, than they do 
by all that God ever taught them in their Lives. 

And the Intetpretation of Scripture we have given, if un- 
detſtaod, would have informed their Judgments. more:than all 
the Interpretation of . Scripture that. Chriſt ever did interpret 
unto. the | Quakers People ſince the Name of . Quakers was put 
upon them; yet we are but mortal men, and muſt die. 

But to clean the Seruple that may ariſe in Mens Minds, be- 
Aue I ſpeak thus, I Thall Dew in a few Words how Men m 
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be faid to be taught of God, and how the Interpretation of 
Scripture may be ſaid to belong unto Chriſt. | 
© Firſt, When God chuſeth any one Man, or more, to be his 
choſen Prophet, Meſſenger, or Miniſter, God doth furniſh 
ſuch with Wiſdom and Underſtanding, and Revelation, to 
declare the mind of God to the People, what God would have 
the People do; and look how many People, or whoever doth 
believe. this Meſſenger ſent of God, they may be ſaid to be 
taught of God, and are taught of God. | | 

So likewiſe he that hath the Gift of Interpretation of Scrip- 
ture, as Prophets, Apoſtles, and we. the Witneſſes of the 
Spirit hath, our Interpretation of Scripture may be ſaid to 
belong unto Chriſt, and that it is-the true Interpretation of 
Chriſt himſelf, becauſe we had our Commiſſion from him to 
teach the People, and to interpret Scripture to as many as 
believe us, to their great Peace and Satisfaction of their Souls: 
And in this ſenſe People may truly ſay they are all taught of 
God, and that Chriſt hath given the true Interpretation of 
Scripture by his Servants the Prophets, Apoſtles, and Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit, to our everlaſting Peace and Comfort, yet 


all this is. declared by Men, yea, by mortal Men, and not by 
Chriſt himſelf, as the Quakers do vainly imagine.

to anoint the Peoples Eyes, that they might ſee what did be-

the Wound in Conſcience, which Sin had made in their Souls, : | 
this is called the preaching of Chriſt by his Prophets. | | | 
2. The Apoſtles had Power given them by Chriſt to open ; j 
the Eyes of the Bind, and to give Light unto them that 
were in Darkneſs, and in the Shadow of Death, and brought | 
thoſe that believed their Doctrine into the Light of Life eter- 
nal. Alſo they had the Keys of Heaven and of Hell, to bind 
Sin-upon the Conſciences of Unbelievers, never to be forgiven, 
and to looſe the Sins of thoſe that did truly believe their 
Doctrine of Chriſt ; and thus they did open the Book of 
Conſcience in the Believer, and no Man could ſhut up that : 
Conſcience which the Apoſtles Doctrine opened; neither could | 
any Man open that Conſcience the Apoſtles ſhut up in Unbe- | | | 
lief. This alſo is called the preaching of Chriſt, and opening 
and ſhutting the Book of Conſcience by Chriſt ; yet this was 
done by Men, and not by Chriſt himſelf. But in regard they 
did preach the Goſpel by Vertue of Authority from Chriſt, 
and they were anointed by him to preach the everlaſting 
Goſpel, and had Power given them to open the Book of 
Conſcience in ſome, whereby they did believe in Chriſt, and 
ſhut the Conſcience of others up in Unbelief ; and thus that 
Saying of the Scripture is fulfilled, that Chriſt was anointed to 
__ the Goſpel of glad Tidings of Salvation; for what his 
eſſengers doth, it is as if he did it himſelf, ; 
Again, We the Witneſſes of the Spirit are anointed and 
choſen of Chriſt, to preach the everlaſting Goſpel, and Chriſt 
hath given us Power to ſet. Life and Death before Men, and we 
have Power to bind and looſe, and to open and ſhut the Book of 
Conſcience; and no Man can ſhut that Conſcience we have 
opened, neither can any Man open that Conſcience we haye 
ſhut up in Darkneſs, as to any ſpiritual Knowledge, or true 
Peace : This many can witneſs 'on both Sides, if they would, 
but our other Writings doth ſpeak more large of this Point; ſo 
I ſhall ſay no more as to this. | 
Only this, that this Power we the Witneſſes of the Spirit 
have, is the Power of Chriſt, as the Prophets. and Apoſtles 
OO in their Time, therefore ſaid to be done by Chriſt 
mſelf. | |

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Prophets and Apoſtles were Meſſengers of Chriſt, but he doth 
not believe there is any ſent of Chriſt not alive, but what is 


within them; but he ſhall find that we the Witneſſes of the 


Spirit were ſent of God, and have as great Power given us, as 
_ or Apoſtle whatſoever. 
nd as for that Saying of John, Revelation v. That no Man 
in Heaven, nor in Earih, nor under the Earth, was able to open 
the Book, but the Lion of the Tribe of Judah. This I would 
have the Reader to mind, for it is a vain Thing to talk to 
Quakers of Interpretation of Scripture by Man, thatis alive; but 
2 that ſpake theſe Words being dead, the Quakers believe 
is Words, though they know nothing what he meant, nor 
what that Book was that none could open but Chriſt, 

This let the Reader mind, that there is three Books that 
are to be opened by Chrift, as you may ſee, Revelation xx, 
20, And. the Books were opened, and another Book was opened, 
which is the Book. of Life. | 

Now to give the Reader to underſtand theſe three Books; the 
firſt Book is the Law written in Man's Heart, this Book are 
all the Heathen to be judged by, when it is opened at the 
great Day of the Lord. The ſecond Book is the Conſci- 
ence of People who hath heard the Preaching of Faith in 
Chriſt, yer did not believe z when this Book is opened they 
ſhall be judged at that great Day in themſelves, for their Un- 
belief, The third Book is the Book of Life, wherein all true 
Believers Faith is written, and according to their Works of 
Faith they are judged, and ſo according to the Works of Un- 

7 and according to the Works of Reaſon, 
their Thoughts accuſing, ſhall the Heathen be judged accor- 
ding to what is written. | 

In theſe Books ſhall all People be judged, both ſmall and great. 

Mind and look what Judgment God's Meſſengers hath 

iven unto Men in this Life, the ſame will Chriſt give when 
doth raiſe them again at the laſt Day, as I have ſaid before; 
therefore this Book, it was which no Man in Heaven nor in Earth 
could open, the Book of Life, and none was found worthy to 
open the Book of Life but Chriſt, he being the Lion of the 
ribe of Judab. This Book of Life muſt needs belong to 
Chriſto open, and to no Man elſe ; for he is God the firſt and 
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the laſt, the Beginning and the End of all Mankind; but what 
is this to interpret Scripture ? Chriſt hath given that to Man ; 
but I have opened theſe Things more large in the Interpretation 
of the whole Book of the Revelation, 
In the laſt Place, I ſhall ſay ſomething as to the Quakers 
Principle and Practice. Fox ſaith, in the End of his Pamphlet 


againſt me, that I am judged with the Spirit of Truth; and over 


me, ſaith Fox, is the true and faithful Witneſs Chriſt Feſus, the 
Corner one, which will grind me to Powder, Further Fox 


faith, in Chrift is bis People, meaning the Quakers, that reign 


over my Head, that can raiſe and reign over the Head of the 
Curſer : And Fox ſaith, Edward Bourn, whom thou ha## curſt 
and damned, who is far above thee and thy Father, in him that 
redeems out of the Curſe, and deſtroys thee and thy Father both. 
I do acknowledge that Chriſt Jeſus, the faithful Witneſs, 
the Corner-ſtone, ſhould grind me to Powder, if he dath not 
own me to be ſent of him; if I do curſe any without a Com- 
miſſion from him, or if I ſhould curſe any of the true Chriſt's 
People, then let that Curſe be upon my own Head, as Fox faith. 
Alſo I was always willing that thoſe People that were in- 
grafted into Chriſt by Faith, ſhould be above me; for there is 


no People in Chriſt but ſuch as are ingrafted into him by 


Faith, which I am ſure no Quaker is as in that State, neither 
can any Man be a Member of Chriſt, but by the hearing of 


Faith, and Faith comes by bearing; how can any preach the Word 


Faith except be be ſent? As I am ſure no Quaker never was 
= 4 >» Chriſt to preach, therefore no Quakers People in 

But that Chriſt the Quakers People are in, I, that am a Man, 
hath Power over ſome, I have ſeparated their Chriſt from 
them one from the other, and hath ſhewed them the true 
Chrift to their great Satisfaction, and they have been glad 
they were rid of the Quakers Chriſt, | | 
Others again hath been condemned by me, both them and 
their Chriſt, neither would I let them and their Chriſt part one 
from another, but torment each other; for this Chriſt the 
Quakers hath in them, is the Law written in their Hearts, and 
the Chriſt the Quaker People are in, is the Motions of this 
"ne and rants dey Gp welt then dhe Low ORE 
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them, and their Chriſt giveth Peace to them ; ſo I, knowing 
this Chriſt was born with Man, and Man born with it, as the 
Apoſtle ſaith, being under the Law, then free from Grace. 


But, being born again, we are not under the Law, but 
under Grace; but the Quakers People are under the Law, 
though not the outward Letter, as the People of the Jews 


were, yet they are under the Law written in their Hearts, as 
the Heathen were before any Law was given; and this is the 
Quakers Chriſt within them, and that Chriſt they are in; fo 
that Chriſt the only God hath choſen me, and hath given me 
Power over the Quakers Chriſt within them, and themſelves 
alſo, to keep them together, ſo that the one ſhall not part 


from the other; for though they ſhall deſire that this 


Chriſt within them might part from them, but it will not, but 


torment their Souls to Eternity: This will be Fox the Qua- 
ker's Portion, and many more Quakers beſides; and if you, 


Edward Bourn, and others of the Quakers, whom I have 


curſed, do get over, or above that Curſe and Sentence J have 
| wg upon you, let your Righteouſneſs be what it will, I ſay, 
en Cain ſhall get above and over that Curſe God himſelf 
pronounced upon him, and ſo ſhall Judas get above that Curſe 
Chriſt pronounced upon him. | * 
Furthermore, if you Quakers were not wilfully ignorant 
and blind, you might ſee that this Commiſſion of the Spirit, 
given to John Reeve. and Muggleton, hath had great Power 


over the Ranters and Quakers ; it hath broken the Ranters 


Principle all to Pieces, ſo that none dares hold up an Argu- 
ment to defend it: You Quakers are alſo very much ſhattered, 


you are not like the People ye were ſixteen Years ago; this 


ſome that had a Love for you have ſeen and confeſſed. 

The Ranters, when we came out firſt, ſixteen Years ago, 
were very high in their Elevations, in ſeeing of Viſions, and 
going forth as Prophets and Propheteſſes, and ſtripping them - 
ſelves naked for Signs, as you Quakers have done. I can 
make it appear in ſome Particulars, that this Commiſſion hath 
had great Power over Ranters and Quakers ; for the Heads of 
theſe two were Fohn Robins and Jobn Taney; Robins was the 


Head of all falſe Chriſts, falſe Prophets, Propheteſſes, Shakers, 


and Quakers; and you Quakers are but the Spawn of obs 


Robins, 
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cabins, and that Chriſt you own within you, being a falſe 


hriſt : Jobn Robins was the Head of that Principle; alſo his 
Believers had thoſe Witchcraft-fits upon them as you Quakers 
had, very ſtrongly at that Time, when John Robins was in 


Power. Alſo John Taney was the Head of the atheiſtical | 
Rauten and thoſe Ranters were very high in their Lan= 
nage, and vile in their Practice, as, to oppreſs one another, 


eflour Virgins, commit Whoredam with Mens Wives, and 
counted all the Wickedneſs they did, to be Righteouſneſs, 


Theſe Things, and much more, did thoſe People do, and 
theſe two Heads were in great Power when we came firſt out; 


and the firſt Man that was curſed by us, after we had Power, 
was John Robins; aſter that, divers of his Prophets were 
curſt; and in two Months after, Jobn Robins's Power fell, and 
all his Prophets and Propheteſſes fell with him; ſo he and they 
mouldered away like Dirt, and none durſt acknowledge any 
Faith in Febn Robins; neither could they attain any Witch- 
craft. fits any more; ſo that Febn Robins, and his Prophets 
and People are laid aſide, as if they had never been. 
Afterwards it came to paſs, that John Taney was damned 
by us, becauſe he would not lay down the Prieſthood, and 
his > of ge Journey : He had Witchcraft-fits alſo, and 
would ſhut himſelf up nine Days to produce them, but could 
not, after he was curſt ; ſo, after few Years he fell, and all 
his great Matters, to nothing, ſo that not one of his Hearers 
can tell what became of him. Likewiſe we did paſs Sentence 
on ſeveral of the Ranters Miniſters, as of them themſelves, ſa 
that they all tumbled down headlong, and could not riſe again 
to this Day, | 
Now do you, Fox, the Quaker, call to mind, and fee 
whether his Curſe of Reeve and Muggleton, hath not been over 
the Quakers People, nor touched them ? There hath a many 
Quaker been curſt by us, but eſpecially of late Years, by 
me. Have you yourſelf, Edward Borrows, Francis Howgal, 
you three were the firſt Quakers John Reeve damned; have 
you three had any Witchcraft-fits ſince? Have you foamed 
at the Mouth, and ſwollen in your Belly, with the Workings 
of the Spirit, and, as you * if you had the Falling. 


- ſickneſs? 
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| fiekneſs? Have you had any new Viſion, or new Revelation 
in thoſe Witchcraft-fits ſince ? Yea, or nay ? 


I am ſure it hath great Power over you Quakers, and hath 
put a Stop to thoſe Witchcraft-fits; for I do not hear of any 
Quaker of late that hath any; though they were never curſt 
by me; this Curſe hath run in the Line of the Heads of the 
Quakers, ſo that it doth put a Stop to the whole Body; fo 
that none of the Members can produce a Witchcraft fit; nay 
the Quakers are bereft of all Revelation now, and Meſſages 
to the Magiſtrates ; they have left off ſtripping themſelves, 
naked, and imitating the Prophets of old. | 
Do you Fox, own that Practice of Solomon Ecle the Qua- 
ker ? I perceive by a Paſſage in your Book you do, becauſe 
Jaiab did ſo, as a Sign to the Jews; but your Prophet Solomon 
Ecle went in a more ſhameleſs Manner, being ſent by the 
Spirit of Witchcraft, than J/aiah did that was ſent of God; 
for Ecle went ſtark naked, as is reported, at Aldermanbury 
Church, and not only ſo, but he was — beſhit, fo that 
none could lay Hands on him, only the Coachman's Whip 
gave him a Jerk or two: This is he that, went with Fire 
upon his Head in Bartbolomew-fair, alſo he ſowed his Linings 
upon the Peoples Communion-table, to prophane it at Alder- 
mary Church; theſe Things were very brief formerly with 
the Ranters and Quakers People, they were much for Signs, 
though ſome of them were very beaſtly Signs; yet the Ran- 
ters and Quakers were well pleaſed with them, being moved 
thereunto by the Spirit of Witchcraft, to imitate Prophets 
of old in a more ſhameleſs Manner, 

As I could tell you ſome Things of the Ranters Practice, 
who would go forth as Signs : There was one his Name was 
Nathaniel, he was the Ranters Sign, yet pretended to be a 
Sign of Presbyterian 'Miniſtry, that as he did ftink in the 
Noſtrils of People, ſo ſhould they; for he went always beſhit, 
ſo he was called Shitten Nat; he eat his own Dung, and ſtank 
that none would come nigh him; nay Miſtreſs Cook, a Ranter, 


would lie with him in the Fields, and make Cakes of his Dung 


Now this Sign goeth beyond the Quaker Solomon Ecle. Allo 


for him to eat, and he did eat his own Dung; but whether ſhe 
did eat any with him, I cannot tell; but it was ſaid ſhe did: 


this 
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this Miſtreſs Cook ſhe went to Veſiminfter Church to fhew 
the Miniſter a Sign, ſhe ſtript herſelf ſtark naked, and went 
into the Church; ſo ſome threw a Cloak over her to cover 
her Nakedneſs, and ſhe was committed to Bridewell, and there 
ſhe was clothed all in white Linnen, like the Queen of Heaven; 
theſe were Ranting Signs now for you Quakers to imitate z 
many ſuch Things were acted by that Sort of People; as that 
John Thomas, who danced naked before Sir Richard Brown, as 
he went to the Church, and being committed by him, was 
extreamly whipped, and when he had ſuffered, and was out 
of Priſon, poiſoned himſelf. Bridget Ruſſell the Quaker's Wife 
can witneſs the Truth of his Nakedneſs before Sir Richard 
Brown, for ſhe went on one Side, and Mrs. Poole on the 
other, they were both impriſoned with him. Many more of 
thoſe Ranters came to a ſad End, for moſt of them fell to 
nothing after their Head Jobn Taney did fall, and their Prin- 
ciple doth ſtink in the Noſtrils of all civil People, even as 
he did that was the true Sign to that Sort of People; for 
he ſtank in the Noſtrils of all that came near him, he could 
not endure himſelf, nay, he killed himſelf with the Wyer of a 
Candleſtick, thruſt it into his Belly, and ſo died. Do you | 
George Fox approve of ſuch ſhitten ſhameleſs Prophets, and 
ſtinking Signs as'theſe? How much Difference is there in 
Solomon Ecle his Sign being a Quaker, than in the Ranters ? 
Are not youQuakers almoſt aſhamed of your Prophets Signs ? 
Theſe Things hath been pretty common —_— uakers 
heretofore, when the Spirit of Witchcraft reigned in them ; 
but now the Power of Witchcraft - fits is ſubdued by Reeve 
and Muggleton's Commiſſion, neither ſhall you Quakers, whom 
I have curſed, get above, nor over that Curſe I have paſſed 
upon you; for it ſhall be upon your Perſons, and over the 
. of your Souls to Eternity, and none ſhall deliver you 
m it. 


Thus much in Anſwer to George Fox his printed Pamphlet.

Sarach Coppin, 


Y OU may remember about fourteen Years ago, in the 
Tear 1653, that you did ſeem to receive John Reeve and 
Lodowick Muggleton as Meſſengers and Prophets of the Lord, 
or as Witneſſes of the Spirit; and further, you did ſhew much 
Kindneſs unto us upon that Account, for there could be no 


other Inducement in us at that Time to invite any to ſhew 


Kindneſs unto us, but that Doctrine declared by us concerning 
the true God, as our Writings did declare, which you did 
ſeem to own. Alſo you may remember your great Zeal you 
had for us when we were Priſoners in Old Bridewell, your 
Zeal carried you out ſo far for us, to deliver a Writing of ours 


unto Oliver Cromwel, who was then choſen Lord Protector; 


this you did yourſelf in Zeal and Love to this Commiſſion of 


the Spirit, as we the Witneſſes of the Spirit thought, and 


I ſuppoſe yourſelf did think what you did in that Kind, it was 
in Sincerity of Heart alſo, and we took it ſo, and had a Love 
for you as to your eternal Happineſs ; but your Faith was not 
truly grounded, neither upon the Dectrine of the true God, 
nor the Commiſſion of the Spirit, as it is manifeſt ſince. Alſo 


— may remember one Joan Biſhop, a Maid, that was the 


caſion of bringing you acquainted with us, and that you 
had been very religiouſly given before you met with us, even 


ſo much that you were almoſt diſtracted about your Salvation, 


in that none of the Preachers of the Nation could ſnew you 
the Way to reſt for your Soul, they having no true Reſt them- 
ſelves ; yet you may remember your receiving us upon that 
Account as Prophets af the Lord, who had put down Jobn 
Taney, Jobn Robins, and many others that went as Prophets 
and Propheteſſes, and pretended great Revelations and Viſions 
from the Lord, and yet knew not what God is : Theſe all 
have been brought down by us the Witneſſes of the Spirit, 


Allo 
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Alſo your Acquaintance with us, it cured you of that diſ- 
tracted Condition you were in before you knew us, and you 
were clothed in your right Mind, and was able to give a 
ſenſible Anſwer to any that did oppoſe you: But I know 
you cannot do ſo now you are turned to the Quakers, 
though you are become a Speaker amongſt them. I know 
your Pride, and Ambition of your Heart, that loveth to be 
eſteemed of People : What, a Woman Preacher ! You think 
this to be a great Glory to you; but the greateſt Shame that 
poſſible may be, will be the Effects of it; for it is not your 
many ſenſeleſs Speeches, without Form or Order, produced by 
a Witchcraft Spirit within you, which you call the Light of 
Chriſt ; I ſay, this you have gloried in will be your endleſs 
Shame, for your latter End will be worſe than your Beginning; 
for you are become an abſolute Apoſtate, who hath back Aided, 
and fallen from the Truth, and turned to the Quakers, the 
moſt Antichriſtian Principle. of all the ſeven Churches, and 
the greateſt Fighters againſt a perſonal God without Man, of 
any; ſo that you are an abſolute Apoſtate, and impoſſible to 
be renewed by Repentance ; for you are fallen from Truth to 
a Lie, for you are as ſome were in the Apoſtles Time, as 
Hieb. iii. 6. who were enlightned, and had taſted of the good 
Word of God, and the Powers of the Life to come; that is, 
they were enlightened by the Commiſſion of the Goſpel com- 
mitted to.them to preach, they taſted that good Word of God, 
even the Doctrine of Chriſt, which was Life and Salvation to 
them that truly believed: But ſeeming Believers taſted of 
this good Word of God, which the Apoſtles preached, and 
rejoiced in it for a Seaſon, as Herod did; and as for the 
Powers of the Life to come, they had Peace in their Minds, 
and Hope of eternal Life by the Apofiles Doctrine, ſo long 
as they ſtood by Faith; but when they fell away from that 
Faith they once profeſt, they could not be renewed again by 
Repentance z ſo that all that Light and Word of God they 
taſted of, and Peace, and Hope, which is the Powers of the 
Life to come, it all withered and died within them; ſo that 
they were not ſenſible of the Light of Heaven, nor any Good- 
neſs of God's Word they preacht, nor any Peace, or Hope, 
they ever found by. owning the Apoſtles Doctrine; ſo — 
— f WI 
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with you as it was with thoſe Apoſtates that did fall away 
from the Apoſtles Commiſſion, after they had made a Pro- 
feſſion to own and believe it, and had received many Re- 
freſhments in their Minds, and had taſted of the Joys of 
Heaven ; but in that they did fall from it to ſome other 
Opinion, as to the Worſhip of the Law, as the Galatians did, 
who were bewitched, as Paul ſaith, ſo that their latter End 
was worſe than their Beginning. For before a Man join with 
Truth, though he doth not believe it for the preſent, yet it is 
poſſible he may be renewed in his Mind, and come afterwards 
to believe, and be ſaved ; but if any ſhall profeſs Truth, and 
rejoice in it for a Seaſon, and afterwards fall away, it is im- 
poſſible for ſuch a one to be renewed by Repentance, as aforeſaid, 
And this is your Condition, for you rejoiced in this Com- 
' miſſion of the Spirit for a Seaſon, and did many. good Acts 
for us, which did manifeſt that you had a Love for this 
Declaration of John Reeve and myſelf ; and yet afterwards to 
fall away from the Belief of it, and not only ſo, but to ſpeak 
evil of us the Witneſſes of the Spirit; in that you ſaid you knew 
Fohn Reeve, and Lodowick Muggleton very well, and that we 
were the greateſt Deceivers that ever was, and that as ſoon as 
ever you met with Truth, meaning the Quakers, then you for- 
ſook us ; theſe, with ſuch like Words, and more than I mention 
here, did you ſay; which is clear to me that you are not only 
Fallen from Grace, but you have trampled the Blood of the 
Covenant under Foot, and counted it an unholy Thing, even 
that whereby you ſhould have been ſanctified by Faith; had 
you held out. to the End, you ſhould have been ſaved 
by this Commiſſion of the Spirit; for there is no Salvation 
under Heaven to be found in theſe Days, but in the Belief 
of this Commiſſion of the Spirit given of God to John Reeve 
and myſelf: For our Commiſſion is as true as the Apoſtles 
Commiſſion was at that Time, and we as true Prophets as 
they were Apoſtles ; ſo that whoever ſhall make a Profeſſion 
of this, and fall away afterwards, and ſpeak evil of that they 
once owned, I ſay they trample the Blood of the Covenant 
under Foot now, as they did in the Apoſtles Time, and do 
count that an unholy Thing that ſhould have given them the 
Aſſurance of eyerlaſting Life; but it is impoſſible for ſuch to 
| | return 
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return tothe Truth again. And this I muſt tell you, a Man can- 
not properly be ſaid to fall away, but when Men and Women 
fall from a Commiſſion ; for we ſee many People fall oft from 
one Profeſſion of Religion to another, as from Baptiſts to Quakers, 
and Independents to Baptiſts, and Quakers fall from that Prin- 
ciple to others, and ſome to Atheiſm ; yet this is not proper 
a Falling away, becauſe there is no true Prophet or Miniſtry 
amongſt them all, not in the whole World ; ſo that to my 
Knowledge many hath fallen from one Thing to another, and 
at laſt have come to be ſaved by this Commiſſion of the 
Spirit, and have had Aſſurance of eternal Life in themſelves, 
notwithſtanding their Falling from ſeveral Forms or Worſhip ; 
but whoever falls from the Commiſſion of God, there can be 
no Return again, neither can they poſſibly be ſaved ; therefore 
thought it convenient to let you know what will be the Ef- 
fects of your Fall. I have been in this Commiſſion theſe ſix- 
teen Years, and I never knew but four Perſons that did fall 
which ſeemed to own us; yourſelf is one, and a Scotch-woman, 
Alexander Hails his Wife, ſhe fell to the Quakers as ſoon as 
we were put in Newgate, for indeed ſhe was very poor, and 
we being in Priſon could not ſupply her with Loaves no longer, 
there being but very few that did believe at that Time, ſo ſhe 
did fall to the Quakers and forſook us; for I ſuppoſe the 
Quakers had more Loaves amongſt them, for they were 
many; for a Loaf of Bread was the greateſt Religion ſhe had 
in her; for ſhe was for Jobn Robins his People ſo long as he 
could maintain them with the Stock he got from them ; but 
when that was ſpent, ſhe did fall from him and his People 
alſo. The third Perſon was Miſtreſs Langley ; the fourth 
was Jobn Hide, Bookſeller; theſe all ſeemed to own the Doctrine 
of this Commiſſion of the Spirit, and pleaded much for it, 
and rejoiced for a Seaſon in it. This Miſtreſs Langley - did 
fall to the Quakers as you have done, but a woful Effect did 
follow upon it, even Diſtractedneſs of Brain, a Waſting of her 
Eſtate, an Endeavour to kill herſelf, a fugitive, and vagabond 
Condition in this World, beſides her Damnation hereafter. 
Now I have ſhewed you what a dangerous * it is to 
fall from commiſſionated Men to non-commiſſionated Men, and 
what a dangerous Thing it 1 Men or Women to oe 
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the Offices of Preaching without a Commiſſion from God, 
or from him whom God ſends; therefore I ſhall ſay theſe 
Words as followeth : 1 have heard of your being a Quaker 
theſe many Years, fo I let you alone as to that, but of late 
1 hear that you are a Speaker among the Quakers Meetings, 
and that you knew John Reeve and myfelf, and did keep 
Company, with us, until you met with Truth, the Quakers 
Principle you call Truth: Atſo you ſaid we were the greateft 
Deceivers that ever was; and you faid, rather than you would 
return again unto us, you would go to the Publick, and hear 
the Prieſts of the Nation ; theſe Things I have weighed and 
conſidered, firſt your revolting and back-fliding from that 
you once rejoiced in: And ſecondly, in that you have finned 
againſt the Holy Ghoſt, and have contemptuouſly ſpoken evil 
of the Commiſſion of the Spirit, in calling it the greateſt 
Deceit that ever was, in this, you have trampled the pureſt 
Truth that ever was, under your Feet, as an unholy Thing, 
and as a Scorn.: Therefore for theſe Things aforcfaid, in Obe- 
dience to my Commiſſion from God, I dv pronounce Sarab 
- Coppin, Quaker, curſed and damned, both in Soul and Body, 
from the Preſence of God, ele&t Men, and Angels, to Eternity, 
and it will be a marvellpbus Thing if you eſcape a fugitive 
and vagabond Condition in this Life, beſides your Damnation 
hereafter ; for Sins of this Nature hath commonly a double 
Curſe follow, as it did with Miftreſs Langley. I had no 
Hatred in my Heart to you at all in this Thing, bur in Obe- 
dience to my Commiſſion I have done this, that you might 
not go to Hell. in a Sleep, but that you may know what it is 

to tefpiſe the laſt Meſſengers of the Spirit of God, and that 
the Age to come may ſee and read this Letter, and may fear 
to do as you have done.

Am informed by one Francis Newel, that you have re- 

ported very baſe Lies of me in the temporal; and not 
only ſo, but you have blaſphemed againſt the Holy Ghoſt, as 
molt of you . eee do, and that without a Cauſe; ſor I do 
not remember 1 ever had any Diſcourſe with you, nor no 
Dealings with you, neither temporal nor ſpiritual z neither do 
F know you, if I ſhould ſee you, and it 1s very like you do - 
not know me, if you ſhould ſee me ; yet notwithſtanding, 
you have reported, that you knew me in Trinity-Lane, and 
that I was a very cruel Man to my Servants, and would abuſe 
my Prentices; and further, you will not believe, but that I 
lived in Half-Moon-Court, in Bow-Lane; which Things are 
all falſe 3 for I never lived in Half- Moon-Court in my Life, 
neither was J ever cruel to my Servants ; Cruelty. was al- 
ways contrary to my natural Temper, therefore the Neigh- 
bours that lived by me, and in my Houſe, will ſay I was 
one of the patienteſt Men to my Children and Servants, 
upon the Earth; though none of thoſe Neighbours, nor 
ofe that lived in my Houſe, did' love my Principle, or 
Religion, nor my Commiſſion they could not abide; neither 
did any of them believe Jobn Reeve” nor me; yet, as to that 
jou accuſe me of, they will juſtify it to be falſe. I underſtand 
you' was Prentice with Mr. Farmer, the Smith; I knew your 
Maſter. very well, his Servants did Things for me ſometimes ; 
it may be, you being his Servant, you might do it, and I . 
know you, but you might know me, in that Regard : But I 
ſuppoſe you miſtook the Man, to ſay I was crucl to my. 
Servants ; it was one Richard Drew, one of the Seed of the 
Serpent, as youtfelf is, that was cruel to his Prentices; he 
would beat and abuſe one Boy he had, moſt ſadly, to my 
Knowledge: For this Richard Drew lived in my Houſe at

I can bear with any Slanders and Lies in the Temporal ; but 
with Blaſphemy againſt the Holy Spirit that ſent me, I cannot; 
nor ſhall not bear with it; for it is reported to me by the 
Party aforeſaid, that you, Richard Chair, hath been very 
wrath and angry with me, a long Time, inſomuch, that you 
have called me a Blaſphemer, and the Doctrine declared by me 
Blaſphemy ; you have called me a Deceiver, a Liar. Theſe 
Things you have done ſeveral Times, with many other wicked, 
envious Speeches; alſo you have, in a ſcoffing Manner, aſked 
the Party aforeſaid, if l did damn Folks apace; and lately 
you aſked the ſame Party, how many Muggleton had damned 
this Week. Doth not all theſe Things ſhew unto me clearly, 
that you are of the Seed of the Serpent, and of the reprobate 
Seed, appointed to be damned ; and is it not a great Pity 
that ſuch a blaſpheming Devil ſhould eſcape the Sentence of 
Damnation, ſo long as you have ?
